Execution o f the Leadinf; Spirits o f 
the H aym arket R iot—Scenes 
and Incidents.

C h ic a g o , November 11th.—To-day wit­ 
nessed the final act of the awful tragedy 
the first of which was ushered in by the 
memorable and harrowing scenes of the 
Haymarket riot in this city. Four of the 
leading actor* have now suffered the full 
penalty of the law by giving up their lives 
on the gallows, in accordance with the 
judgment of the Courts and the demands 
of justice. All that legal ability and tact 
could do toward saving their necks, backed 
by the ill-timed sympathy of a large ele­ 
ment of the better class of citizens, was 
done, and the country generally accepts the 
result as the lawful and legitimate outcome 
of a transgression of American law and 
American justice. 
INCIDENTS OUTSIDE THE JAIL. 
A quiet, almost Sunday-like stillness pre­ 
vailed on down-town 
streets all day, 
but there was an omnipresent air of sup­ 
pressed excitement. The very wagons on 
the streets seemed to move less noisily, and 
the sharp voices of the newsboys rang out 
on the air calling extra papers which con­ 
tained the announcement of when the final 
act in the life-and-death drama was to be 
enacted. The great bell in the Board of 
Trade tower struck the hour of 11. Slowly 
and solemnly the notes pealed out, resound­ 
ing far and near on the unutterably still 
air and seeming to ring out 
THE DEATH-KNELL OF THE FOUR MEN 
Who at that time were making their last 
toilets before taking their departure into 
the unknown. The moments crept on like 
hours, and dozens of officers on the reserve 
in the Central squad-room sat around in 
moody silence, reading the papers or con­ 
versing in whispers. 
There were none of 
the usual jests to be heard, and even the 
officers—recalling the fate of their com­ 
rades at the Haymarket—seemed to fully 
realize the impressiveness of the occasion. 
• 
AT THE ARMORY 
The great hall was clothed in semi-dark­ 
ness. All the blinds were closed, and on 
the benches along the walls fifty ununi­ 
formed officers sat or lay at full "length to 
catch a few minutes of much needed rest, 
and wait in silencs for the summons that 
might come at any moment. 
In front of 
the station stood three patrol wagons in 
readiness for a call. 


T H E LAST A P P E A L . 


G overnor O glesb y 
D eclin es to F u rth er 
O bstruct th e E d ict o f th e C ourts. 
S p r in g f ie l d (111.), November 11th.—Cap­ 
tain Black, counsel for the condemned An­ 
archists, arrived here this morning, and at 
half-past 8 o’clock solicited a special inter­ 
view with the Governor at the Executive 
mansi -n. 
He was seconded by J. K. Bu­ 
chanan, the only other friend of the An­ 
archists present. 
They begged for a respite for all the con­ 
demned men until an opportunity could 
be given for substantiation of the New York 
report that the identity of the actual bomb- 
thrower could be established. 
At 10:15 a . m., the conference w as atan 
end and the Governor announced his final 
and irrevocable decision. He emphatically 
refused to further interfere in behalf of the 
condemned men. 
Captain Black, on coming ont of the 
mansion, said to au Associated Press re­ 
porter : “ 1 have done the best I could in 
this final appeal to the Governor, but he 
firmly refuses to interfere. I hoped for a 
different decision, but cannot say that I ex­ 
pected it. I wish to say that I give the 
Governor credit for considering the lina! 
appeal carefully aud conscientiously, and 
though the decision is against us, he ¡3 act­ 
ing in accordance with what he believes to 
be best, and most in harmony with jnstiee. 
I want to give him credit for his earnest­ 
ness and sincerity.” 
THE GOVERNOR’S FINAL ORDER. 
At 10:30 a . m. the Governor telegraphed 
Sheriff Matson that he saw no necessity for 
any further communication with him on 
the subject of the execution. He concluded 
the telegram by telling him to proceed with 
his duty. 


A T CH ICAG O. 


N o tes o f P rep aration for th e F in a l Grim 
C erem ony. 
Ch icago, 
November 
11th. — Engel's 
daughter applied to the Sheriff' this morn­ 
ing for permission to visit her father and 
say good-by, but she was refused. She was 
not agitated in the least, and took the re­ 
fusal in a matter-of-fact way. 
Mrs. Van Zandt, with her daughter Nina, 
drove to the jail about 8:30 this morning 
and asked for permission to enter, but were 
refused admission by the guards. 
Within a few minutes of 9 o'clock a mes­ 
sage came from Mrs. Parsons, through the 
bailiff, applying at the jail for admission. 
The request was sternly refused. 
THE FATAL DOCUMENTS. 
At 9:10 a . m. Chief Deputy Gleason ar­ 
rived with the latal documents authorizing 
the execution. Gleason immediately wen: 
into close conference with the Sheriff in the 
private apartment, which was locked and 
bolted at once on the inside. 
While they were still conferring. Spies’ 
internal fever bad so increased as to induce 
him to order a glass of Rhine wine, which 
was brought to his cell and swallowed at a 
§uln. A few minutes were thea occupied 
y him in writing autographs for the offi­ 
cers attached to the Sheriff’s office. 
At 10 o’clock Parsons, F siher and Spies 
asked for twenty minutes each on the gal­ 
lows in which to make speeches. The 
Sheriff did not immediately return any 
answer to the request. Fischer then began 
singing the “ Marseillaise ” in which the 
other prisoners joined. 
The Chief Bailiff began at 11:10 calling 
out the names of the persons summoned as 
jurors and bringing them forward to a row 
ol little stools directly in front of the gal­ 
lows. No other sounds were heard in the 
long, high corridor, but the monotonous 
voice of the bailiff and the rustling of the 
jurors as they tip-toed forward through the 
crowd. 
THE DEATH WARRANTS READ. 
The Sheriff had finished reading the 
death warrants of Spies, Engel and Fischer 
at 11:48, and the three men were immedi­ 
ately put in their shrouds. They then ap­ 
proached the grated door and bade adieu to 
friends. The men were all in iheir shrouds 
at 11:49, and then the death march to the 
scaffold was started. 


ON T H E SC A rFO LD . 


H ow th e U n fortu n ates C onducted T h em ­ 
se lv es on th e G allow s. 
Ch icago. November 11th.—It lacked just 
seven minutes and a half of noon when a 
single shrouded figure, above which was a 
face of yellowish paler—the face of August 
Spies—passed the first post of the gallows. 
The gaping crowd ten feet below half rose 
involuntarily from their chairs at the first 
glimpse of the apparition advancing across 
the scaffold. 
Spies looked calm, and 
glanced at the reporters with a trace ot his 
old-time cynical smile. He walked firmly 
over the drop, guided by the grasp of a 
deputy to the íurtherest edge of the gallows. 
FISCHER AND ENGEL. 
Following close came Fischer, whose 
countenance had a peculiar glisten, totally 
unlike the ashiness of Engel’s heavy feat­ 
ures, and in strange contrast with the dead 
lack of color in the pinched lineaments of 
Parsons. 
THE SPIRITUKLLE PARSONS. 
The once jaunty, vivacious Texan came 
last—a withered old man. He had aged 
twenty years since the day and hour, 
scarcely twelve months before, wbeiT he 
tripped lightly into the Court before Judge 
Gary and flippantly declared that he was’ 
ready to be tried at once for his life. The 
iuicuie his feet touched the scaffold Parsons 
ssew¿4 to feel that bif spirit was no longer 


part of his body. He had brought himself 
to an ecstacy of solemn self-glorification. 
He, the only American, seemed to realize 
to the fullest extent that he must die in a 
manner to impress, if possible, on all fu­ 
ture generations the thought that he was a 
martyr. 
A GALLOWS PICTURE. 
No tragedian that has paced the stage in 
America ever made a more marvelous pre­ 
sentation of a self-chosen part—perfect in 
every detail. In the upward turn of his 
eyes, his distant far-away look, and. above 
all, an attitude of apparent complete resig­ 
nation, that every fold of the awkward 
shroud only served to make more distinct, 
was by far the most striking feature of the 
entire gallows picture. 
ADJUSTING THE ROUES. 
The four burly deputies standing to the 
rear of the four condemned men began 
without delay to adjust the ropes, Spies' 
noose being the one first placed. He did 
not appear to regard it of any more conse­ 
quence than a new linen collar. The knot 
was slipped down the coid close against his 
neck. Spies did not show a tremor, but 
when the same process was being carried 
out with Fischer, he turned and quietly 
whispered to the bailiff some suggestions 
concerning the rope. 
Fischer's bravado was quite noticeably 
lessened when he felt the hempen strand, 
and Engel bit his under lip hard when his 
turn came. 
GRAVEYARD HUMOR. 
Just then Dr. Murphy, ayoung physician 
standing 
back of Engel, 
whisperingly 
cracked a joke at Engel's ear. Iucredible 
as it may seem, the low-browed Anarchist 
laughed outright with the rope around his 
neck, and while another was being fastened 
on Parsons, by his side. But the grotesque 
laugh stopped in a single instant, and Par­ 
sons meekly as a saint cast his eyes upward 
at the dangling line above him. 
Before the four Anarchists had an ink­ 
ling of what was to be done, the white caps 
were deftly slipped upon their heads and 
drawn quickly down to their necks, shut­ 
ting off the view of each as completely 
aud with less warning than does the 
camera cloth of a photographer. 
DEFIANT SPIES. 
August Spies was the first of the four 
doomed men to make use of his wits while 
he could. In a tone of intense bitterness 
of spirit he—the man who wrote the in­ 
famous “ revenge ” circular—hissed out be­ 
tween his tightly-clenched teeth : “ There 
will come a time when our silence will be 
more powerful than the voices they are 
strangling to death.” 


“ HURRAH FOR ANARCHY !” 
The last syllable of Spies’ concluding 
words of hoarse, suppressed passion had 
not reached an end when Engel, raising 
his 
voice, wildly cried: “ Hurrah for 
Anarchy!” 
HAPPY FISCHER. 
Fischer caught the fire of utterance and 
still more loudly exclaimed : “ Hurrah for 
Anarchy !’• adding. “ This is the happiest 
moment of my life.” 
A BRIEF ADDRES3. 
There was silence like the grave, broken 
abruptly by the slow, measured intonation 
of Parsons, who, like a white-robed priest 
before the altar of sacrifice, not as a dying 
request, but rather like a commander giv­ 
ing a warning, he sounded forth : “ May I 
be allowed to speak?” Then, with a slow 
entreaty, came : “ Will you let me speak, 
Sheriff Matson?” 
There was 
another 
agonizing pause. 
Muffled through the 
shroud, broke out in unnatural, hollow 
accents: “ Let the voice of the people be 
heard.” 
LAUNCHED INTO ETERNITY. 
A crash as of a falling house thundered 
through the corridors. The slender ropes 
were taut. In full view of the 200 men in 
front were four white, writhing shrouds. 
The ropes could be seen slowly tightening 
about the necks that, between cap and 
shroud, could be noticed blackening and 
purpling. Nine mortal minutes passed. 
Then it was known to a certainty that not 
a neck had been broken, and the four Hay­ 
market murderers had been literally throt­ 
tled and strangled by law. 
DISPOSITION OF THE BODIES. 
The bodies of Spies, Fischer and Parsons 
were taken away from the jail at 1:45 p. m. 
For Spies a hearse had been provided. 
There was some trouble in getting away 
from the crowd that tailed onto the last 
wagon, but rapid driving freed the proces­ 
sion from this trouble. Followed by a 
string of cabs, and preceded bv a carriage 
containing the committee, the’ liearse and 
wagons moved speedily along. There was 
no excitement, only a few persons having 
gathered. The corpses were taken to an 
undertaker’s shop, where they were dressed 
and allowed to rest until they were taken 
to the homes of their relatives "this evening. 


T H E 
STORM 
PA SSED . 


In cid en ts D u rin g and F a llo w in g th e A w ­ 
ful T ragedy. 
C hicago, November lltli.—It was won­ 
derful to note how quickly the extreme ex­ 
citement which had filled "the jail all morn­ 
ing calmed down. The 200 prisoners con­ 
fined in the place, who had been in a fever 
heat during the tragic event of the day, re­ 
gained their usual spirits. They cracked 
jokes from cell to cell and as they' had had 
nothing to eat since breakfast,"they soon 
began to yell for “ sonp,” “ soup.” 
The spectators who had witnessed the 
hanging walked rapidly out of the entrance 
and the weary deputies went to dinner, 
the only ones left in the jail office being 
the press representatives. 
Curious police officials walked into the 
jail to learn how the execution had been 
proceeded with, and were in turn ques­ 
tioned as to how the citizens outside had 
acted. 
“ There was absolutely no trouble,” one 
and all replied. 


“ ANARCHY IS LIBERTY.” 
Many people displayed autographs of the 
dead Fisoher, which he had written during 
the morning. It was estimated that he 
made fifty of them in all. They all rea t 
alike, and were couched in the following 
words : “ Anarchy is liberty. 
Adolph 
Fischer, Cook County Jail.” 
REMOVAL OF THE GALLOWS. 
It w as ex actly a n h o u r after th e execution 
w h en th e m en began ta k in g dow n th e scaf­ 
fold, an d w ith in tw o h o u rs a ll evidence of 
th e trag ed y w as gone. 
GUARDING AGAINST VIOLENCE. 
When the intelligence came outside that 
the men were on the scaffold, the officers 
who were inside the lines of police went to 
the northeastern comer of Illinois street 
and waited. Among them was Chief Eb- 
ersold and Captain Schaack, on the roof of 
the Court-house building, where they could 
look through one of the big jail windows, 
where were posted nine policemen. From 
their position they could see the Bcaffold 
and the condemned men upon it. As the 
grim moment approached the men on the 
roof kept the officers below informed of the 
proceedings inside. 
As 12 o’elock drew near, a policeman 
who was straining his eyes to see the in­ 
terior of the jail raised his hand and with­ 
out turning his head aside, said in thrilling 
undertones, "They are putting on the 
caps.” 
For an instant a cluster of officers 
waited below with bated breaths and heads 
half-inclined to one side, waiting to hear 
the news of the drop. 
A reporter drew a white handkerchief 
from his pocket and waved it as a signal. 
The crowds passing aloDg North Clark 
street understood it. A cry went up and in 
an incredibly short space of time the in­ 
telligence was blocks away. 
The buzz a n d h u m of th e ex cited co n v er­ 
satio n so u n d e d lik e th e risiD g of a tide. 
Armed p atro lm e n stopped in th e ir reg u lar 
tra m p a n d d ro p p ed th e b u tts of th e ir g u n s 
to th e e a rth w ith a cla tter. 
THE CROWD SCATTERED. 
The others broke off in their hoarse 
shouts to the crowd : 
“ Move’on, move 
on.” 
Some shook hands with their elbow 
neighbors and exchanged congratulations. 
Nothing but pronounced opinions upon 
the Anarchists banging were heard, and 
“Go, go,” among the police. With most 
of the people in the vicinity, there was no 
other feeling than the stir of ideas which a 
big piece of news always creates and the 
sudden ending of expectation. 


thinking, worry, excitement and hard 
work. He leaned back in his easy-chair 
and rested his feet on another seat in front 
of him, as he surveyed a lithograph of 
twenty-eight Sioux 
Indians being exe­ 
cuted at one time, which occurred in 1862. 
“Four at once is enough,” he remarked, as 
he laid down the picture. 
“You look tired,” remarked a reporter. 
“Well. I do not deceive my looks, then,” 
he replied. “I have slept but little this 
week, and not at all last night.” 
“Are you satisfied with the result of the 
duty imposed upon you?” 
"Yes, I think the execution passed off 
as well as an unpleasant thing like that 
could. It is always a sad job for an official 
to perform, but with a healthy moral pub­ 
lic sentiment behind him an officer feels 
strong in doing his duty. 
I had no fears 
that there would be trouble. 
The police 
aided me greatly. 
The arranfements of 
Chief Ebersold and Captain Schaack this 
morning were admirable, and too much 
credit cannot be given them and their 
efficient force. I did all I could to have the 
thing carried out decently and in order, 
and I think we decided fairly well. There 
was not a crowd in the jail, and very few 
curiosity-seekers. The jury was of busi­ 
ness men, and outside of these and a few 
lirst-clas3 physicians, there were only the 
representatives of the press.” 
SCAFFOLD SPEECHES OBJECTIONABLE. 
“ Do you take any significent meaning 
froin the last words of the doomed men ?” 
“ No, I do not.” replied the Sheriff. He 
sat still a minute, thinking of tne broken 
sentence of Parsons as the drop fell, aud 
then said: 
“ With the strained public 
sentiment I did not deem it expedient to 
have the men make long speeches at that 
time. 
Of course, it is customary, and it is 
believed, that a man can talk as much as 
he pleases on the scaffold, but there is no 
law authorizing it, and I deemed it best 
not to allow it. It seemed to me that it 
would only lead to excitement. There had 
been no understanding that they would be 
allowed to talk from the scaffold, but on 
the contrary, as we were going to the gal­ 
lows I was told by Dr. Bolton that they 
did not want to, as they had written a 
great deal to be published.” 
NO TROUBLE APPREHENDED. 
“ Do you apprehend there will beany 
trouble at the funeral.” 
“ No, I don’t. I think the better judg­ 
ment of the friends of the unfortunate men 
will prevail, and that nothing will be done 
to cause a repetition of to-day’s work.” 
“ Why was the execution delayed from 
10 to 12 o’clock?” 
“ Merely to give the men all possible 
chance to escape their doom. It was my 
intention yesterday to have the work over 
promptly at 10 o’clock, but when I heard 
that Captain Black was at Springfield, 
pleading with the Governor, I decided to 
hold off and give them the benefit of their 
counsel’s work. I did not care to have it 
said that we had 
RUSHED THEM TO ETERNITY, 
When there was a chance of their being 
saved, and so I waited. We were ready at 
10, but a short time before that a telegram 
came that Captain Black was interceding 
with the Governor. At 10:15 a second dis­ 
patch came that Captain Black had left the 
Executive's presence, and that the latter 
had declared it his irrevocable intention 
not to interfere further with the verdict of 
the Courts. I might have hanged them 
then, but wailed until the usual time before 
carrying out the execution.” 
The Sheriff does not seem to fear that he 
will be prosecuted for murder by Attorneys 
Black and Solomon, as per notice yester­ 
day, but expressed himself that it'w as a 
very foolish notion. He believes that Mrs. 
Parsons should be watched and prevented 
from traveling around as “ the widow of a 
martyr,” to carry out the work of organiz­ 
ing the Anarchists. 


DU R IN G T H E D A Y .

C h icag o , November 11th.—Sheriff Mat­ 
son sat in his private office this evening 
rery pale, and the dark rings beneath his 
eyee showed that hi was worn out with 


P recau tion s A g a in st T roub le—Airs. P ar­ 
son s R a ises a llrcezo on th e S treet. 
During the forenoon little groups of men 
congregated on the street corners and in 
the corridors of the City Hall. They con­ 
sulted their watches. “ They are getting 
them ready,” said one, coming from the 
telephone room, and the hushed expect­ 
ancy increased. No one wanted to move, 
but all hung around waiting for the news 
to be flashed over the wires that the drop 
had fallen. When the news that the end 
had come finally reached the public there 
was but little excitement. Extra copies of 
the afternoon papers were eagerly bought, 
but that was all, and business soon went on 
as usual. 
A visit to the numerous prominent tuan-’ 
ufactories, where large forces of men are 
employed, showed everything to be quiet 
and peaceable, with the regular employes 
in full numbers in their places. 
On 
’Change the day was a more active one 
than for several days past. Around the 
jail it was 
A MILITARY SCENE, 
And the srowd was impressed with it. 
Over 400 police, all ariued with repeating 
rifles, kept guard of the streets. Along 
Clark street at Michigan and Illinois, along 
Dearborn street at Indiana, along State 
street at Illinois and Michigan, and on 
Dearborn Avenue at Kinzie, ropes were 
run across the street to keep the crowds 
back. It was a wise precaution, and was a 
suecess. Early in the morning the police 
were placed on guard, and as early as eight 
o clock thousands of persons 
lingered 
around the picket lines. Dozens of officers 
with their repeating rifles were stationed 
on the lop of the Criminal Court and other 
buildings, and were instructed to watch 
every avenue leading to the jail. Of the 
hundreds of windows opening upon the 
streets patrolled by the police, there was 
not one which was not watched with zeal­ 
ous eyes—not one that could not have been 
riddled with bullets 
had occasion de­ 
manded. Luckily for the historv of the 
day, not a trigger had to be pulled" and not 
an occasion was offered for sending a 
leaden bullet on a fatal errand. 


MRS. PARSONS CREATES A SCENE. 
About 9 o'clock a little excitement was 
created. 
Mrs. 
Parsons, with red and 
glistening eyes, and dressed in a widow's 
weeds, accompanied by her two children— 
a boy and girl of tender years—and closelv 
followed by Mrs. Holmes, ex-editor of th*e 
Alarm; Mrs. Fischer, Miss Engel and one 
other woman, appeared before the police at 
the corner of Clark and Michigan streets. 
Mrs. 1’arsons was spokesman, and when 
she was stopped by the police, who quietly 
informed her that she could go no further, 
“ I must go 1” she cried, as her dark eyes 
flashed forth fire. 
“ I am Lucy Persons. 
Those are my children, and we must go to 
the jail 1 They must see their father. 
There was little sympathy in the hearts 
of the police. “ It is impossible,” ex­ 
plained two officers in chorus. “ No one 
can pass here. Entrance can only be had 
at Dearborn street.” 
" I will go 1” exclaimed Mrs. Parsons, 
and with a determined effort she darted 
under the ropes. In an instant four stal­ 
wart officers had her in their hands. She 
was lifted over the ropes, and once again 
stood outside the lines. 
_ “ You must obey the law,” they said, “or 
it may go hard with you." 
“ The" law!” she yelled. “ What do I 
care for the law, ana my husband being 
murdered 1 


sh o o t m e ! 
k i l l m e , i f y o u w i l l !" 
She finally succumbed and turned to go. 
Her companions, with the exception of 
Mrs. Homes, left her, but the two women, 
with the little children straggling behind, 
walked to Dearborn avenue. A crowd of 
large proportions followed, but Mrs. Par­ 
sons heeded them not. On she went until 
she met another cordon of police and an­ 
other rope. Her resistance here was so 
stubborn when opposed that Captain Buck­ 
ley was compelled to 
ORDER HER ARREST, 
After efforts of gentle restraint and per­ 
suasion had been exhausted. Accordingly 
the patrol-wagon was sent for, and while 
breathing sentiments of mingled rage and 
despair, Mrs. Parsons was assisted to enter 
it, and Mrs. Holmes and the children were 
then put in. A tremendous crowd gathered, 
and it was only after a squad of officers 
had rushed upon the throng with drawn 
clubs that the wagon was able to pass out. 
At the East Chicago avenue station the 
prisoners were given seats in the registry- 
room. 
They were not booked nor locked 
in a cell. 
Mrs. Parsons, with Mrs. Holmes and the 
two children of the former were released 
from the station at 2:15 o’clock. She looked 
very sad and down-hearted. In meek tones 
she asked a reporter: “ Is the bloody busi­ 
ness over ?” When told that it wa*. she 
made no answer, and proceeded to explain 


why she was at the jail. She was told by a 
deputy last night to call at the jail at 8:30 
o’clock this morning, so that the children 
might see their father. 
Accompanied by the reporter, she walked 
south on Clark street to Indiana without 
apparently being recognized by any one. 
Every moment a news-crier would shove a 
paper in her face, crying “ Full account of 
the execution ! ’’ 
She frequently broke 
down and sobbed, and as they passed along 
took her boy more firmly by the hand and 
walked more rapidly, keeping her head 
bent down. 


ALM OST A RIO T. 


C nnsed by A ttem p ts to Arregt an A rm ed 
and V iciou s A narchist. 
The police had strict orders not to allow 
crowds to congregate, and people who 
walked along the street leading to the jail 
were kept moving. It was a good-natured, 
well-dressed crowd, and not a word was 
heard that could be interpreted as an at­ 
tempt to create excitement. 
At 10 o’clock 
there were fully 10,000 persons surround­ 
ing the jioiice, but were kept moving ex­ 
cept where they congregated two blocks 
from 
the 
jail and stood 
in groups 
watching 
the 
sombre 
building. 
At 
the 
moment 
the 
trap 
fell, 
and 
the word reached the outside, half a 
dozen incidents occurred to throw the 
crowded streets into the wildest excitement. 
As the throngs were crowding forward the 
East Chicago avenue patrol came dashing 
down on the crowd at full speed, with its 
gong wringing. 
Shouts and crirs arose 
from the multitude, which, dividing into 
halves, rushed upon the walks with crush­ 
ing force. Through this passage the wagon 
flew to the corner cf Kinsie street, where it 
encountered a mass of struggling beings 
that could not give way. In the center of 
the crush half a dozen policemen were 
struggling with a prisoner, endeavoring to 
clear an exit. The arrest of this man had 
been the source of the excitement, and the 
rush of people was uncontrollable. 
A BLATANT ANARCHIST. 
The prisoner had attracted attention by 
the loud and insurrectionary remarks he 
delivered from the curb of Clark and Kin­ 
zie streets. Officer Garritv, of the day 
squad, pushed through the crowd, and 
seizing the orator by the shoulders shoved 
him along, with instructions to “ move on.” 
As he did so the officer struck the man 
across the hips with his club. The blow 
gave back a sharp, metallic sound that 
could come from neither flesh nor clothing. 
Instantly the man whirled ' 
AND WHIPPED A LARGE REVOLVER 
From his hip pocket. Just as quickly of­ 
ficer Smith seized the man, wrenched the 
pistol from his band, and administered an 
open-handed blow upon the man’s ear. In 
the vigorous clutches of the officers the 
man was dragged to the patrol-box amid 
the concentrating crowds and swelling 
tumult. A hurried call for help was sent, 
and it was in response to this that the pa- 
trol-wagou dashedjup. 
TO COMPLETE THE CONFUSION, • 
At this instant a powerful double team of 
horses, drawing a heavy hide-wagon, took 
fright at some point east of Dearborn 
avenue, and came driverless and with trail­ 
ing reins westward and into the crowd. 
The line of armed policemen stationed 
across Kinzie street offered all the resist­ 
ance in their power, but the terrified ani­ 
mals scattered them like chaff, and, plung­ 
ing through the ropes, dashed onward. As 
they flew across Dearborn avenue and bore 
down upon the crowd, a terrible catastrophe 
seemed imminent, but the police finally 
succeeded in bringing them up. 
The crowd, however, aroused by this suc­ 
cession of exciting events, broke into the 
wildest turbulence in their effort to escape 
from the scene of peril. The police then 
fixed bayonets and made a feint at charg­ 
ing upon the crowd, stopping just short of 
them, and forcing the people away with the 
butts of their guns. 
The street was soon cleared without any 
casualties. The prisoner that liad caused a 
portion ot this disorder was locked np at 
the station, where he said his name was 
Edward Luce, of Logausport, Ind., a brake- 
man. He was booked tor disorderly con­ 
duct, carrying concealed weapons^ and 
assaulting an officer. 
OTHER ARRESTS MADE. 
John Trosdalil was arrested this after­ 
noon on North Clark street for refusing to 
move on. At the station he was searched 
and several pieces of gas-jiipe about three 
inches long were found in his pockets, 
with some pieces of brass. 
He said that 
he is a machinist, and that he was carrying 
the pipe to use in his business. 
H e’was 
charged with being disorderly. 
Wm. Boger, a German printer, and Her­ 
man Miller, a German carpenter, were ar­ 
rested for seditious talk. They were booked 
and locked up at the Chicago avenue sta­ 
tion as disorderly persons. 
At 2:30 this afternoon two Anarchists, 
giving their names as Charles Lobenstein 
and Gustav Harris, were arrested on the 
front platform of a Randolph-street car 
with a companion. They were talking in 
a very loud and threatening manner of 
what they are going to do to-night to get 
even for the death of their friends and the 
friends of the laboring man.

The Hail and Erjircss: It is best even lor 
the Anarchists that the law should takes its 
course in such cases as those of the men 
who have been bung to-day in Chicago, 
for the history of California shows that 
criminal outlaws cannot go too far, even 
though the Courts should be corrupt or 
cowardly. 
The Poul says editorially : An execution 
is very solemn even in American history. 
It would fifty or even thirty years ago have 
been considered wildly infprobable that 
within this century at least five men would 
have to be hanged in the most prosperous 
city in the American Union for running 
amuck against the whole community with 
bombs and pistols, and that they would 
have lens of thousands of sympathizers in 
various parts of the country. 
The Commercial Advertiser savs: 
We 
trust that the punishment meted out so­ 
cially, but firmly, to these outlaws will 
have the most satisfactory effect. It cannot 
be said the spirit which the friends and the 
adherents of the condemned men are dis­ 
playing is very encouraging to such a hope, 
but after the first ebullitions of passion are 
over, we may reasonably expect these mis­ 
guided people to take a fairer view of tbe 
case. 
The Evening Telegram says : The hang­ 
ing of the Chicago Anarchists may be fol­ 
lowed by some rioting and bloodshed, but 
let nobody fear that the consequences will 
be more than temporary. 
There is no 
sympathy with anarchy in the great body 
of the American people. The life of an­ 
archy itself, so far as the people of the 
United States are concerned, is bound to be 
very brief. If more blood is spilled by any 
of the infatuated idiots who profess its 
principles of retribution it will be much 
iess protracted than in the case of the Hay­ 
market murderers. 
Vengeance will be 
swift and complete. 
The .'Star's editorial is headed “ Doom of 
Anarchy ” and says : While all men will 
regret the necessity which forced this 
morning’s tragedy ujion the citv of Chicago, 
there is not one liberty-loving American 
to deplore the Anarchists' doom.

It meets the require­ 
ments of those who wish to become ac­ 
quainted with the main facts without hav­ 
ing to read voluminous works, many of 
which are addressed, not to the student, 
but to the connoisseur, who is presumed 
at the start to have a knowledge of the 
subject sufficient to enable him to compre­ 
hend critical and theoretical essays. The 
plan adopted has been to trace the origin of 
each style, its characteristic points and its 
connection with those which preceded and 
succeeded it, without introducing techni­ 
cal terms or any but the most important 
dates. Mr. Tuckerman has well-succeeded 
in this design and given us in a brief form 
a work clear, without surplusage, and full 
of interest.

There 
is no heaviness about the text; it is all 
made attractive as science may be, and is 
replete with useful information that will 
incite tbe young to inquire for further 
light.

H o m e-M a d e I c e.—An exchange says: 
Take a cylindrical earthern vessel and 
pour 3} ounces of commercial sulphuric 
acid and 1J ounces of water into it and 
then add one ounce of powdered sulphate 
of soda. In the center of this mixture 
place a smaller vessel containing the water 
to lie frozen ; then cover the vessel, and, if 
possible, revolve the whole with a gentle 
motion. In a few minutes the water in the 
small vessel will lie converted into ice. 
The same mixture can be used a second or 
third time for making a block of ice. The 
“Iteration should, if possible, be performed 
in a cool place—-in a cellar for example. 


A P r a c t ic a l H in t .—A German au­ 
thority recommends as very effective an 
apparently very simple method of protect­ 
ing iron from rust. The article is im­ 
mersed in a nearly saturated solution of 
chloride of tin, then washed in water, and 
afterward with weak ammonia. The tin 
solution must not be too acid, or it will at­ 
tack the iron. 
The treated metal appears 
like frosted silver.

BRISKS TEMPTATION. 


T h e P o w er to R esist It—S tren gth o f W ill 
I h A ll T h a t Is R eq u ired . 
“ le an take a drink or leave it alone, 
just as 1 please.” 
How often have we all 
heard this lioast from the lips of the young 
anil inexperienced! 
It is uttered with a 
dogmatic and self-reliant air that is sup­ 
posed to leave no room for doubt in the 
minds of hearers. 
Youth is naturally 
prone to exaggerate its strength, anil 
especially when it assumes this attitude of 
waving a»ide all ideas of doubt and uncer­ 
tainty is there reason to fear that its words 
are an idle boast, spoken for effect only, 
and not the result ol reflection or consider­ 
ation. There is nothing easier than to 
frame an assertion in the most positive 
language. 
Any person of ordinary intelli­ 
gence can do that. 
But the person who is 
I so constituted as to realize the weakness of 
human nature and the propensity of flesh 
to lean upon the wrong side, and who, on 
this account is accustomed to weigh the 
dangers that beset the path of life and 
speak moderately, will rarely be heard to 
express himself in these positive terms. 
His observation has taught him that, as a 
rule, men do not submit to temptation will­ 
ingly, but are dragged down from one step 
to another by weakly depending upon their 
own ability to control their desires and 
appetites—victims of the very frailty in 
the existence of which they refuse to be­ 
lieve. 
The strongest men, intellectually, have 
been betrayed by the same small vices that 
blight the life of the commonest clay. Par­ 
ticularly is this true of the drinking habit. 
Men of the widest mental culture, the 
highest principles, and the strongest sense 
of the degrading influence of yielding to 
the lowest cravings of our fallen nature 
have permitted themselves to lie lured to 
the brink of abject ruin by closing their 
eyes to the dangers of which they are 
fully cognizant. Such men fall, riot so 
much because they overestimate their own 
strength, but because of their refusal to 
make due allowance for the insidious 
growth of habit. 
If am anean take one 
drink and stop, there is no reason why, un­ 
der ordinary circumstances, he cannot re­ 
peat the experiment, 
it is the repetition 
of it that usually disproves the truth of 
the first claim. This very confidence in 
one’s power of self-control is a source of 
weakness. 
It encourages as to meet temp­ 
tation that fear would prompt us to avoid. 
If those who profess to lie able to stop at 
one drink would regulate their practice on 
that basis there would be far less misery 
and suffering in the world. The vice anil 
degradation that inevitably follow in the 
wake of intemperance would not be so 
widespread; but, unfortunately, too many 
of those who can stop and the remarkable 
power which they claim for themselves 
proves no safeguard. There is much more 
reason to believe that men and women 
who are afraid to trust their own strength 
and who dread the dangers of yielding to a 
desire to lie sociable or an inherent crav­ 
ing for stimulants, will succeed with more 
certainty in evading the ruin of o v e rin d u l­ 
gence than those who rely solely npon the 
strength which they aflect to "believe re­ 
sides within them.—Catholic Mirror. 


How to B o il a n E g g .— 1The ortho­ 
dox manner all will admit is to keep it 
boiling for three anda half minutes, but 
after you study how to practically apply 
the laws of albumen coagulation, you will 
find the egg much better, far more "healthy 
and nutritions, if you will put it iu water 
about thirty degrees below the boiling 
point, and keep it immersed about ten or 
twelve minutes. 
Eggs cooked in the or­ 
dinary way are necessarily raw in the mid­ 
dle, the white is subjected to a higher tem­ 
perature than the yolk, and is, to a certain 
extent, indigestible.

A n o t h e r E x p l o siv e.—British authori­ 
ties have been testing a new smokeless 
gunpowder, the coiujiositlon of which is a 
secret. Among the claims of its inventor 
arc greater velocity, Hatter trajectory, less 
fouling, and less recoil, than with ordinary 
Government powder; while it will keep 
better, is safer to manufacture and to han­ 
dle, and is lighter, than the common pow­ 
der. 
It is known as the Johnson-Barland 
powder, and the experiments made are 
said to have fully justified several of these 
claims. 


R e m e d y f o r M il d e w .—Readers whose 
books have been or are likely to be at­ 
tacked by mildew may preserve them to 
some extent by placing a saucer of quick 
lime near, in the book-ease or slielf, or 
where convenient. The lime absorbs the 
excess of moisture, and must be renewed, 
as it becomes slaked and loses its strength, 
it is equally good for putting in linca 
chests, iron safes, or wherever there is 
likely to be any mustiness owing to the ex 
elusion of fresh air.—Boston Budget.

THE 
RAILROAD DEBT TO THE GOV­ 
ERNMENT. 


[San Francisco Alta.] 
T. 
When the Pacific Railroad bill of 1862 
panned the House it provided, in the sixth 
section: 
That the grants afore aid ere m ade upon con­ 
dition th at the said com pany shall keep said 
railroad and telegraph line in repair Hud use, 
a n d e h ttlla ta ll tim es tra- sm it dispatches over 
said telegraph line, and transport mails, troops 
and m unitions ot war, srpplies a id public 
stores, upon said railroad far the Government, 
whenever required to do so by any departm ent 
thereof, and that the Government shall at all 
tim es have the preference in the useof the same 
for all the purpose* aforesaid (at fair and rea­ 
sonable rates of compensation, not to exceed 
the am ounts paid by private panics for the 
same kind o f service», and ali com pensation for 
services rendered for the Governm ent shall be 
applied to the paym ent of said bonds and inter 
est until the whole am ount is fully paid. Said 
company may also pay the I'nited State», wholly 
o r ill part, in the same or oiher bonds. Treasury 
notes, or other evidence of debt against the 
United States, to be allowed at pur. And alter 
said road is completed, until said bonds and in­ 
terest arc paid, at least 5 per cent, ot the net 
earnings of said road shall oe annually applied 
to the paym ent thereof. 
In the section immediately preceding it 
was provided, among other tilings, that the 
Government should have a lien on the 
road, in the nature of a lirst mortgage, “ to 
secure the repayment to the United States, 
as hereinafter provided, of the amount of 
said bonds,” etc.. and in case of '‘failure to 
redeem said bonds or any part of them, 
when required tv do so by the Secretary o f 
the Treasury in accordance w ith the p ro ­ 
visions o f this A ct, the. said road, etc., shall 
at once vest in the United States,” etc. 
The obvious eflect of these two sections 
was to provide for payment only by the 
means specified in the sixth section, that is 
to say. by transportation services and the 
five per cent, of the net earnings, unless 
the company choose to make payment by 
some otner mode, and to limit the security 
to the Government, provided in the fifth 
section, to the prescribed methods of pay­ 
ment. 
When the bill came into the Sen­ 
ate, Senator Collamer pointed out this ef­ 
fect of these sections and insisted that, upon 
this view, the proposed security fur repay­ 
ment was a sham, and that there was du­ 
plicity in the bill. He therefore moved to 
strike out the words which we have 
italicized, supra, in the fifih section. The 
amendment was agreed to, without debate, 
and by a hasty vim voce vote. (Cong. 
Globe, 2d sets. 37th Cong., pp. 2813, 2814). 
Senator Collamer seemed to think that 
the effect of his amendment was to require 
absolute repayment of the bonds. 
And 
yet curiously enough he did not think, ap­ 
parently, that such repayment was possi­ 
ble, and he did not expect it to be made. 
We think he was mistaken in his opinion 
of the effect of the amendment. 
The pay­ 
ment in the mode provided for in Section 
0 was still the only payment required, and 
the security in the fifth section still ap­ 
plied only to that mode of payment. 
Senator Wilson, however, scented to take 
a similiar view of the effect ot the amend­ 
ment to that entertained by Senator Colla- 
mer. 
A few miuutes after its adoption, 
therefore, he moved a reconsideration and 
said: 
1 m ake this motion because I am in favor of 
passing a I,ill th at will build a road. I shall 
vote for the bill if the reconsideration is not 
agreed to, but ia my judgm ent this am end­ 
m ent will defeat the roaii. Instead of being 
a security to the United States, it is, in my 
opinion, taking away security from the United 
States. We propose to em bark in building the 
Pacific railroad. 
It is in the interest oi the 
United States to induce the capital of this 
country to go into that road. 
Every dollar put 
iuto th at road is so m uch security to the United 
States. 
Every provision of this bill th at pre­ 
vents the capitalists of the country from putting 
m oney lulo the road is so m uch against the 
United States. If we em bark iu this road aud 
put m illious of dollars in it, we shall go 
through w ith it. if it costs tens of m illions more 
th an you find in this bill. 1 ho great object is to 
m ake a bill that shall bring iuto the road the 
capital of the country, and in my judgm ent 
th is am endm ent repels capital. You provide in 
the bill th at the road shall do certain work for 
the Government by way of jm vm ent- curry the 
m ails, m unitions of war, etc. 
You have se­ 
curity iu the bill th at when the .Secretary of 
the Treasury gives 
notice 
you 
aau take 
possess on ot the road. 
Now 
you strike 
out these 
provisions, 
these 
guards, 
aud 
m ake it absolute th at if this road cannot redeem 
these bonds the road is forfeited and the Gov 
erum ent takes possession. There is not a m an 
iu America who will put a dollar iu the road 
under such circum stances. I do not believe 
there is a dollar in the United States th at will go 
into th at road with th at proviso. And if there 
be none w hat have you got'.’ You have got no 
security; or if there be any, very little. 1 be­ 
lieve it is the most fatal am endm ent th at could 
be adopted, and if it stands in that bill the hill 
is not worth the paper on which it is written. 
T hat is my judgm ent in regard to the am end­ 
m ent, aud 1 therefore move the reconsideration. 
1 move it because I w ant to m ake a bill that 
shall m ake a road. I want so to fram e the hill 
as to induce capitalist» of th e country to invest 
their money in the road; to induce those who 
have com m eicial interests, those w ho have rail­ 
road iuteresis. to see to it th at this road is built. 
Every dollar we can bring into the road is so 
m uch contributed towards liuildiDg the railroad 
an<i is so m uch saved to the Treasury of the 
t uited states. (Cong. Globe, 2d sesaon S7ih 
' ----- , p. 2816.) 


palled the capitalists of the nation for more 
than a flecad0 has been accomplished. 
Senator Wilson did not stand alone in 
hi9 opinion of the disastrous impolicy and 
injustice of requiring and expecting repay­ 
ment of the bonds by the companies, other­ 
wise than in the manner stipulated, nor in 
his opposition to Senator Collamer's amend­ 
ment.

and then that it shall be paid in a certain 
way, can be reasonably and equitably con­ 
strued only as requiring payment at the 
day if the prescribed mode of payment 
shall be adequate fo accomplish it—espe­ 
cially so where the condition of non-pay­ 
ment is a forfeiture ot the magnitude con­ 
templated in this Act.

Time ought not to be 
deemed “ of the essence of such a con­ 
tract,” but the stipulation as to time should 
yield to the stipulation as to mode of pay­ 
ment, in case of conflict. At all events, 
however this may be as a matter of strijj. 
statutory construction, there is no doubt 
that a wise and liberal legislative policy re­ 
quires a benevolent interpretation of such 
a contract when the enforcement of it rests 
with the legislative department of the Gov­ 
ernment. It is always to be borne in mind 
that this advance was not made for the 
benefit of the companies or for their profit. 
It was made to induce private capitalists to 
undertake and carry forward a great na­ 
tional enterprise for the national benefit, 
which it was impracticable to have con­ 
ducted wholly at the expense of the nation. 
Every consideration of justice and fairness 
requires that those who came forward at 
the nation’s call and carried this gigantic 
undertaking to completion in the face of 
almost insuperable difficulties, and thus 
performed a ureat and lasting public service 
in a great public exigency, should be dealt 
with in a broad and generous spirit. 


V II. 
The doubts expressed by those Senators 
and Representatives who feared that the 
Government aid provided for in the Pacific 
Railroad Act of 1802 was not sufficient to 
enlist the 
necessary private crpitat to 
undertake the work vigorously, and to 
carry it through to completion, were justi­ 
fied by the event. At the first session of 
the Thirty-eighth Congress, in 1864, it was 
reported that although the Union Pacific 
Company had organized and expended a 
considerable amount of money in prelim 
inary work, it had not built a rod ot its 
main road. The company had found that 
the aid offered by the Government was en­ 
tirely inadequate, and that, under the re­ 
strictive provisions of the Act, money 
could not he obtained from private sources 
to carry ou and complete the work. 
The very result thus came about which 
had been feared by Senator Wilson and 
others. Congress, in its anxiety to secure 
the Government, had deprived the com­ 
pany of the power to borrow the necessary 
private capital, and had thus thrown an 
obstacle iu the way of the great work 
which all were so desirous of accomplish­ 
ing, at least so far as the eastern section of 
the road was concerned. 
The Central Pacific Company had done 
somewhat better. Although it was per­ 
haps more injuriously affected than the 
Union Pacific by the inadequacy of the 
Government aid. and by the impossibility 
of borrowing necessary capital from private 
sources, and although it had a very heavy 
part of the road to build, it had courage­ 
ously undeitaken the work, and had con 
structed some thirty-two miles of its line. 
Its superior energy is accounted for, in part 
at least, by the greater need of California 
for a transcontinental railroad. The rest 
of the country needed the road but it might 
afford a little delay, but the necessity of it 
to California was overwhelming, immediate 
and urgent. There was thus a public sen­ 
timent behind the California company, and 
shared in by the members of the company, 
which spurred it ou to extraordinary exer­ 
tions. 
From every quarter, however, from the 
west as well as from the east, came the cry 
that the Act of 1S62 must be amended, or 
the work couid not be carried to comple­ 
tion. Greater Government aid was neces­ 
sary, and it was necessary, too, that some 
of the more stringent provisions of the Act 
should be modified so as to enable the 
companies to borrow money from private 
sources, and to avail themselves of all pos 
sihle meaus and facilities for accomplish­ 
ing their gigantic task. Under the stress 
of this demand the supplementary Act of 
1864 was passed. 
That Act doubled the amount of the land 
grant of 1862. It allowed the issuance by 
the companies of first mortgage bonds, the 
lien of which was to he paramount to the 
Government, except as to the services to 
the Government required of the companies. 
It required only half the cost of Govern­ 
ment transportation to be applied to the 
payment of the bonds; and, as to the Cen­ 
tral I’acific Company, it provided lor the 
completion of the road in sections of 
twenty-live miles annually, instead of forty 
miles, as required in the tenner Act. There 
were other changes, too, the general tenor 
of which was to make the terms easier for 
the companies than they were under the 
Act of 1862. This was the purpose and 
scope of the entire amendatory Act. 
It 
was designed throughout to give the com­ 
panies a better and more favorable bargain, 
because it was generally felt that under the 
previous Act the necessary private capital 
and enterprise could not" be brought into 
the work, and, therefore, the work could 
not be successfully carried through. 
This general purpose of the Act of 1864 
is manifest upon the face of the Act itself, 
but, if it were at all doubtful, the doubt 
would be removed by consulting the de­ 
bates and 
proceedings of that session. 
Those debates and proceedings make it 
entirely clear that Congress, and especially 
the House, was influenced, in making that 
enactment, by a considerate and generous 
spirit towards the companies, and that it 
was still less inclined than the Congress of 
1862 to exact hard terms from these com­ 
panies, or to require of them strict and ab­ 
solute payment, at all events, of the money 
subsidy advanced by the Government. 
It is true that this liberality of sentiment 
toward the companies manifested by the 
Congress of 1864 was not by any means a 
unanimous sentiment in either house. 
There were some members, like Mr. Pruyn, 
of New York, who thought that the com­ 
panies should be practically ousted from 
the control of the work, and that the Gov­ 
ernment should, in 
effect, take 
direct 
charge of it. There were others, like Mr. 
Washburne, of Illinois, professed friends of 
the road, who yet manifested great bitter­ 
ness toward the companies, and seemed 
ready, indeed, to let the work go by de­ 
fault rather than to make any of the con­ 
cessions asked to facilitate its accomplish­ 
ment. But the prevailing spirit was clearly 
one of liberality toward those who had un­ 
dertaken the construction of the road. To 
indicate this prevailing spirit we present a 
few extracts from remarks of prominent 
friends of the bill. 
Among those who were most earnest in 
their advocacy of the bill in the House was 
the “ great commoner,” Thaddeus Stevens, 
of Pennsylvania. In the course of the de­ 
bate Mr. Stevens said (Cong. Globe, 1st 
Sess. 38th Cong., pp. 3154, 3165): 
W hat does this bill propose? 
It does not pro­ 
pose concessions of great value to the railroad 
company. 
It proposes to m ake a work m uch 
greater than if it were attem pted through or 
over the Alps. It proposes great concessions for 
the road to work under, for under the cid lull 
they could not. work at all. 
I adm it that the 
compauy did know, and believe, and intend by 
this bill that the Governm ent should aid the 
com pany som ewhat more th an by the old bill, 
or it would have been idle for us to pass it. The 
original bill was passed here atter a great strug­ 
gle, and it was a piece of patchw ork—I rem em ­ 
ber the struggle well. 
The bill as passed had 
m any imperfections, and the com pany could 
not work under It. 
Hence, it was alter the two 
m illions of subscriptions were taken up by 
‘ m ercenary" m en, by enough m en who grasp 
at the opportunity of putting their ten aud 
tweuty thousand dollars into this “m ine of 
gold” which the gentlem an (Mr. W ashburne) 
thinks is such a great boon to them —henee it 
was that these m en who, I think, from patriotic 
motives, lormed this organizition.and pat their 
money into great peril, found it absolutely 
necessary to delay doing m uch work until they 
should get some extension to the working feat­ 
ures of the bill. 
And again Mr. Stevens says, referring to 
the Central Pacific Company: 
The company have raised alreadv upon that 
side of the m ountains over ¿15,000.000.

It was a notable feature of the debate in 
the Senate, June 19, 1862, on the motion to 
reconsider Senator Collamer’s amendment 
to the Pacific Railroad bill, making pay­ 
ment of the bonds by the companies im­ 
perative, that, of all who took part, there 
was net one who defended the amendment 
except Senator Collamer himself. All the 
reet condemned it as both injudicious and 
unjust. That seeiued to be the prevailing 
sentini°ut among Hie Senators present. It 
is very clear, therefore, that the amend­ 
ment was adopted in the first place through 
inadvertence and failure to apprehend its 
real significance on the part ot the friends 
of the hill. Among those who participated 
in the discussion on the amendment wa3 
8enator McDougall of California, who had 
the bill in charge. 
He frankly confessed 
that he did not at first see the vital objec­ 
tions to the amendment, and he took occa­ 
sion again to avow his expectation and un­ 
derstanding that the bonds were te be paid, 
and would be paid, by the companies in 
service to the Government. He said : 
I trust the am endm ent w ill be reconsidered 
At the tim e it was suggested I did not see the 
serious objection to it I see now. 
I wish to say 
w ith regard to this obliquity thegentlem Hu (Mr. 
Collsmerj seems to perceive in the appearance 
of this bill, th a t it was not designed that the 
Goverm ent should foreclose a mortgage on this 
road if the road was com pleted in good faith, 
and did the Governm ent business. As I have 
had occasion before to rem ark, the Government 
is now paying over ¿7,000,000 per annum for the 
service w hich this road is bound to jierform. 
T hat is about 100 rur cent, more than the m ax­ 
im um o f interest upon the entire am ount of 
bo.nLs that will la- issued by the United States 
w hen the road is com pleted. The Government 
is to-day, on the peace establishm ent, without 
any more necessity, paying for the same service 
100 )>er cent, more than the entire ínteres’ on 
the am ount of bonds called for by the bill, 
be­ 
sides that, it is provided that 5 per cent of the 
nel proceeds shall be paid over to the Federal 
Governm ent every year. 
Now let me say. if this road is to be built, it Is 
to be built ro t m erely by the money advanced 
by the’ Governm ent tint by money out of the 
pockets of private individuals. If there are to 
be great sacrifices in the accom plishm ent of a 
great national purpose, and this is adm itted to 
be a great national puqiose, one dem anded as a 
political necessity, why should the Government 
draw from the pockets of private citizens ¿50,­ 
000,000, to be em barked in an enterprise that 
will have no net proceeds, th at w ill pay no cent 
of dividends : Upon the hypothesis of the Sen­ 
ator from Verm ont this Governm ent slionid 
build the road if it cost $100,000,000, aud then 
spend $5,000,0 0 to run the road. A better prop­ 
osition has been advanced here in this bill. It 
is pnqaiscd that the Governm ent shall advance 
¿60.000,000or. rather, their bonds at thirty years 
as the road is completed in the course of a se­ 
ries of years; that the interest at no tim e can 
be equal to the service to be rendered by the 
road as it progresses, and th at the Government 
really requires no service, except a compliance 
on the part of the com pany with the contract 
m ade. It was not intended that there should 
be a judgm ent of foreclosure and a sale ot this 
road on a failure to pay. 1 wish it to be dis­ 
tinctly understood that the bill was not framed 
w ith the intention to have a foreclosure. 
Mr. Collam er—’Then w hat was th at part of 
the bill providing th at the Governm ent may 
take poasesnion of it put in for? 
Mr. bougall—Iu case they tail to perform their 
contract. T hat is another th in g ; th at is a stip­ 
ulation : th at is a forfeiture in term s of law, a 
very different tiling from a foreclosure for the 
non-paym ent of bonds. The calculation can be 
simply made, that at the present am ount ot 
transportation over the road, supposing the 
Governm ent did 110 more business, that that 
alone would pay the interest and the prin­ 
cipal of the bonds in less th an tw enty years, 
m aking it u direct niece of economy if the Gov­ 
ernm ent had to pay them all. (Coug. Globe, 2d 
Sess., 37th Cong., pp. 2816, 2817.) 
In the course of the same discussion Sen­ 
ator Latham, of California, among other 
things, after some remarks on the disincli­ 
nation of capitalists to invest in the enter- 
terprise if the conditions oi the Govern­ 
ment advance of money should be made 
too stringent, said: 
After all it is but an experim ent. It may be 
profitable. The friends of the m ca-ure lielieve 
it w ill be. They says they believe it will beso, 
judging by other railroads throughout the coun­ 
try, but to say that it would be as a m atter oi 
absolute certainty, as a m athem atical dem on­ 
stration, would be an absurdity. Now. you ask 
individuals to come forward and subscribe their 
money w ith the condition attached that when 
the bonds fall due. if they are not paid the road 
shall be forfeited to the Govermnenc as in the 
ease of an absolute mortgage. No m au will put 
bis money into an enterprise of th at character. 
Rut if you give them to understand that when 
the mortgage falls due they can continue to 
apply five per cent, of the net proceeds for the 
perform ance of the stipulation, aud lh a ttiia t 
shall go as provided, in part paym ent of the 
debt, holdm gtlie property in their hands until 
they are able by this application to extinguish 
the principal of the debt, there is an induce­ 
m ent for men to go ou and invest capital in it. 
T hat was the theory and purport of the bill, 
that they m ight go ou and invest their capital 
witli this Governm ent aid given to them . It it 
proves success!til, as they understand, they will 
pay it all off If it docs not prove successful 
tbev will apply certain proceeds as stipulated 
in the bill, for the extinguishm ent of the prin­ 
cipal pro rata until all is extinguished; and if it 
is never extinguished, as the Senator from Ver­ 
m ont lias said, the bill does not purport to be a 
mortgage, but it is really a donation, a gift to 
them . T hat is the theory of the bill and nothing 
more or less. (Coug. Globe, 2d Sess.,37Cong., p 
2818.) 
The discussion of the amendment term­ 
inated that day without a vote. 
On the 
day following, when the matter again 
came, before the vote was taken. Senator 
Wilson, of Massachusetts, announced to 
the Senate that he had seen certain propo­ 
sitions prepared by Senator Clark, of New 
Hampshire, which he stated that he was 
"certainly willing to adopt.” 
Senator 
Clark stated that he liad shown the same 
propositions to Senator Collamer and Sen­ 
ator McDougall, who were also willing to 
agree to them. To permit him to offer his 
propositions a vote was had on the motion 
to reconsider Senator Coliamer’s amend­ 
ment, and the motion prevailed. 
Senator 
Collamer then withdrew his amendment, 
and Senator Clark moved to amend section 
6 of the bill by inserting after the word 
" company ” in the second line of the sec­ 
tion the words “ shall pay said bonds at 
maturity and.” which 
amendment was 
adopted. On the further motion of Senator 
Clark the fifth section of the bill was 
amended by striking out after the word 
“company” in lines thirty and thirty-one 
the words “shall at once vest in the United 
States, and the same shall immediately,” 
and inserting in lieu thereof the word 
“may” (Cong. Globe, 2d sess., 37th Cong , 
p. 2833). Sections 5 and 6 of the bill now 
stand in the Act in the form in which they 
were put by these amendments of Senator 
Clark. 
Bearing in mind the course and 
spirit of the debate of the day before, of 
which these amendments were the out­ 
come, and bearing in mind also that the 
amendments were proposed by a Senator 
who openly avowed his belief that the road 
would not pay even if constructed, for 
nothing, and of course therefore would not 
be able to pay the bonds except in services, 
etc., and that they were agreed to by Sena­ 
tor Wilson, who bad declared over and 
over again, his solemn conviction that it 
was folly to expect payment in any other 
way, and that it would be ruinous as well 
as

In referí nee to carrying the troops of the

With respect to the Government trans­ 
portation there was an attempt by Mr. Hol­ 
man, ot Indiana, the great " objector,” to 
amend the bill so as to require it to be done 
by the companies free of charge, but the 
amendment failed. 
It is clear, we think, 
both from the Act of 1864 and from the de­ 
bates, that there was no intent on the part 
of Congress, any more than there was apon 
the part of the previous Congress, to 
impose upon the companies the harsh 
exaction of requiring payment ot the 
bonds 
absolutely, 
or 
in 
any 
other 
way than in services, etc. Anv such 
imperative requirement would have de­ 
feated the purpose of the bill then, even 
more surely than it would have defeated 
the Act of 1862. 
Instead of greater strin­ 
gency iu that particular, the new bill was 
even more favorable to the company than 
the old, in requiring only half of tlie cost 
of < iovert)ment transportation to be credited 
on the bonds. 
As Senator Stanford says, 
in his answer to the interrogatories ot the 
Pacific Railway Commission, it was the 
expectation that half the compensation 
would be sufficient, with the five per cent., 
to pay off the bonds. In this discussion of 
the proceedings of Congress in 1861 we 
have said nothing of the debates in the 
Senate. 
That body passed at first a bill of 
an entirely different character, guarantee­ 
ing the interest on double the amount of 
bunds provided for in the Act of 1862. 
It 
was compelled, however, to yield its bill 
in favor of the House bill on á conference. 
There was no debate of any consequence 
in the Senate on the House bill. 
To sum up our remarks on the legisla­ 
tion of 1864, we may say that if Congress 
could then afford to be generous in its deal­ 
ings with the railroad companies it can 
much more afford it now. That bill, too, 
was passed at a very critical time tor the 
nation and its credit. 
While the bill was 
under debate the bloody battles of the W il­ 
derness were fought, and the assault upon 
Petersburg was repulsed with great slaugh­ 
ter. Graut was “ fighting it out on that 
line,” but every foot of nis progress was 
marked with the blood of the bravest and 
best of the soldiers of the Union. 
The 
land was shrouded in gloom, and there was 
mourning in thousands of Northern homes. 
The nation.confided in Grant’s dogged de­ 
termination to win, but it knew not how 
fearful the cost might yet be. And yet, 
with all the other demands upon its re­ 
sources, it could afford still to urge on the 
construction of the Pacific Railroad, and to 
be more liberal even than in 18G2 in its di­ 
rect and indirect aid to that great undertak­ 
ing. A similar spirit in treating with the 
companies would well become the nation 
now in the time of its prosperity, especially 
when generosity to the companies is sim­ 
ply bare justice to the people of this coast, 
who must eventually pay this debt, or the 
greater proportion of it, it payment should 
he required. 
vm . 


If the spirit of liberality and fair dealing 
which uniformly characterized the treat­ 
ment of the Central and Union Pacific 
Railroad Companies by the General Govern­ 
ment down to 1864, and later, had contin­ 
ued to control Congress and the executive 
department, the companies would have 
unquestionably been able to pay their 
debt to the Government long before its ma­ 
turity. But such has not been the case. 
On th e ; contrary, harshnesj and vigorous 
severity have been conspicuously manifest 
of late in all Government dealings with 
these companies. The Thurman Act of 
1878 for instance, was most adverse to the 
companies and through them to their pa­ 
trons. 
It could scarcely have been more 
so if it had been intended out of mere mal­ 
evolence to injure the companies. Nor has 
it resulted in any corresponding benefit 
to the country at large. 
In violation 
of the solemn and 
express provisions 
of the Act of 1864, the Government, under 
the Thurman Act. withholds the entire 
compensation due the companies for Gov­ 
ernment transportation. It compels them 
also to pay over a sufficient amount annu­ 
ally. beyo*nd the cost of the Government 
transportation, and the 5 per cent, ot net 
earnings, to make 25 per cent, of the net 
earnings to constitute the “ sinking fund ’ 
provided for in the Act. And it is a “ sink­ 
ing fund ” with a vengeance. It is sinking 
the money of the companies every year be­ 
yond hope of recovery. It is, iinder the 
provisions of the Act, invested in United 
States bonds at a premium, in such a way 
as to make the amount which will ulti­ 
mately be available to pay the debt of the 
companies less than the amount actually 
paid in by the companies. As Senator 
Stanford shows in his answer to the 
Pacific Railway Investigating Commis­ 
sion, the Central Pacific Company has 
already lost $1,612,966 72 by the sink­ 
ing fund investments under that Act. 
The Executive Department of the Gov­ 
ernment has been equally exacting and 
ungenerous in its treatment of the compa­ 
nies. 
It has, without any warrant of law, 
withheld not only the compensation due 
the companies for Government transporta­ 
tion over the aided lines, but also for simi­ 
lar transportation over other unaided lines 
leased to those companies. It has now in 
its hands, derived from this source, $1,853,­ 
323 15, which the Supreme Court has sol­ 
emnly adjudged belongs to the Central Pa­ 
cific Company. In addition to this, reason­ 
able rates of compensation for Government 
transportation have been persistently de­ 
nied to the companies. For instance, as 
shown in Senator Stanford’s answer above 
mentioned, the compensation allowed by 
the Postoffice Department to these compa­ 
nies has been fixed at the same rates al­ 
lowed to roads constructed at little cost 
through populous districts, furnishing an 
abundance of local traffic to sustain the 
roads aud make them remunerative. In­ 
deed, the whole course of the recent deal­ 
ings of the Government with these compa­ 
nies has been, in its results, as hostile and 
injurious to the comparies as if it had de­ 
liberately intended to cripple them in their 
resources and to render it impossible for 
them to discharge their debt. 
Under a wise and just policy, not to say 
a generous policy, allowing to these com­ 
panies the full command of their resources, 
and withholding from them only the cost 
of Government transportation, and requir­ 
ing to pay in only five per cent, of their net 
earnings, and allowing them also reasona­ 
ble compensation for their services to the 
Government, it is easy to see what a vast 
difference it would have made in the finan­ 
cial affairs of the companies. It is easy to 
see, too, how rapidly the subsidy bonds 
would have been paid off. 
When the Act 
of 18C2 was passed it was estimated that the 
average cost of Government transportation 
at existing rates was $7,500,000, and that 
it would continue so. 
Iu fact it would 
have been far beyond that. It is shown in 
Mr. Miller's report to Senator Stanford, 
that for the sixteen years ending January 
1, 1886, the Government transportation 
over the Central and Union Pacific lines at 
the rates which prevailed before the rail­ 
road was built, would have cost more than 
$160,000,000, or more than $10.000,000 a 
jear. 
If the rates allowed the companies 
had been reasonable and just, in view of 
all the circumstances, it certainly would 
have aggregated a very considerable part 
oí this sum. As a matter of fact, however, 
the aggregate compensation allowed to the 
companies for this service has been, for the 
last ¿ixteen years, about $21,500,000, or 
about $1,340,000 per annum, as appears 
from Mr. Miller’s tables. 
Leaving out ot view, however, the fact 
that the companies might have paid their 
debt in full 11 fairly treated, it is unde­ 
niable that thff equities in their favor grow­ 
ing ont of th i savings which they have 
effected to the Government by their serv­ 
ices, and the uiigenei °us, not to say unjust, 
treatment with whieif their services have 
been requited, entitle u>em to a cancel­ 


ation of the debt. The saving in transport­ 
ation for the Government would alone 
more than pay the debt. The saving in 
this respect effected by completing the 
road seven years before the law required it, 
would have paid the debt twice over, at its 
present value, at that time. The saving 
on the Government transportation during 
those seven years, or up to June 30, 1876. 
was as Mr. Miller shows, $47,763.178 ; and 
tbe present value of the debt, at that time 
discounted, at the rate of interest borne by 
the bonds, was $21,522,274. Up to January 
1, 1886, the saving in transportation was 
$139,347,741, and Hie present value of the 
debt at that time was $42,647,795, or less 
than one-third of the saving. Mr. Miller 
estimates further that at the same rates the 
aggregate saving in cost of transportation 
to the Government, up to the maturity of 
the bonds, will be $259,040,430, and that 
the balance then due on the debt will be 
$104.397,370, or considerably less than half 
tbe saving. 
If the Government should 
cancel the debt entirely, therefore, at ma­ 
turity it would have saved more besides in 
transportation, by reason of the construc­ 
tion of the road, than would pay all the 
bonds originally issued, with thirty years’ 
interest. This fact alone we conceive is a 
strong argument in favor of canceling the 
debt as an entirety. 
There are, however, other equities in fa­ 
vor of the companies which are entitled to 
consideration in any adjustment of this 
debt. Apart from the money actually due 
the companies for transportation over un­ 
aided lines and the amount lost bv the 
companies in 
the 
Thurman “ sinking 
fund,” there is the fact of the loss upon the 
discount of the subsidy bonds when ne­ 
gotiated. The loss in the principal of the 
bonds to the Central Pacific alone by this 
discount was $7,120,073 55, the interest on 
which to maturity will be $12,816,132 39. 
If, by reason of the impaired credit of the 
Government, its bonds were at such a dis­ 
count. certainly the companies ought not 
to suffer. Another important item to be 
considered in adjusting the debt is the loss 
to the companies from the diversion of 
business to other roads subsidized by the 
Government. 
This loss is estimated by 
Senator Stanford at $37,000,000 for both 
companies, and the estimate is undoubt­ 
edly a moderate one. It may well be 
claimed that the Government did not un­ 
dertake to subsidize any other road when 
it subidized this. But when, by subsidiz­ 
ing other roads, it has impaired the power 
ot these companies to earn money to pay 
tbeir debt to it, that fact ought to he duly 
considered when it comes to settling the 
debt. 
There are still other general considera­ 
tions which appeal strongly to the leniency 
of the Government in dealing with this 
debt. It is to be remembered, above all, 
that the work which these men did was in 
reality a great national work, undertaken 
and carried through at a time when, by 
reason of the war, the cost of construction 
was very much enhanced. 
It was com­ 
pleted long before 
the day 
appointed, 
through the unexampled energy and great 
sacrifices of the builders. It was carried 
through at this end by men of compara­ 
tively moderate fortunes, at a time when 
the foremost capitalists of the country 
stood aloof and hesitated or refused to risk 
a dollar in it. 
It was carried through by 
the indomitable personal forcefulness and 
matchless sagacity of the builders. If they 
had hau unlimited means at command 
their success would not have been so won­ 
derful or worthy of praise. 
Give him 
money enough and any man of average ca­ 
pacity could perhaps have built the road. 
But these men did not have money enough. 
Aside from the slender assistance furnished 
by the Government, for slender it was as 
compared with the magnitude of the work, 
the men of the Central Pacific built the 
road with resources of their own creation. 
We doubt whether there was an equal 
number of other men in California who 
could have accomplished it. 
Certáinly 
there were no others who dared to try. 
This is an important fact to be considered 
in dealing with this matter now. 
The great and lasting benefit of this work 
to the nation is also to be considered. 
No 
computation of this benefit is possible. 
It 
is beyond the resources of arithmetic. As 
well undertake to enumerate the sands 
upon the seashore. Nor is the benefit con­ 
fined to this particular road. It was the 
pioneer road. It demonstrated the possi­ 
bility and the value of a transcontinental 
railway, and it led the way for all that 
have followed. Hence this original road is 
to be credited with some ol' the benefit 
accruing from the latter roads. 
But finally, as we have already stated, 
simule justice to the people of the Pacific 
Coast requires that this debt should not be 
cast upon them, as it will be if the pay­ 
ment of it is exacted. The companies will 
never 
stand that exaction themselves. 
They will, they must, for their own pro­ 
tection, exact reimbursements from their 
patrons. The question then is, are the peo­ 
ple of this Coast to be required to bear the 
whole or greater part of this burden ? 
Are 
they to be compelled to pay such an undue 
proportion of tbs cost of a work undertaken 
for the benefit of the whole nation as a 
national necessity? They have alreadv, in 
the local aid furnished to the road, paid for 
the mere local benefit. The national bene­ 
fit should be paid for by the nation, and 
California should be asked to pay no more 
than her due portion in the same wav as the 
rest ot the nation. 
Every dollar beyond 
that demanded of them, directly or indi­ 
rectly, is an unjust exaction.

IN MEXICANA. 


THE STATE OF MORELOS AM) ITS 
HEROES. 


A Theater of Stirring Events—Lost 
Art of Alham bra Preserved by 
M oorish Descendants.

U’u a n tla (Mex.), November 1, 1887. 
it will be a long time before the Mexi­ 
cans recover from their astonishment at 
the rapid manner in which Americans 
build railroads. 
More than sixty-live 
millions of dollars have already been in­ 
vested by American capitalists in the rail­ 
way movements of Mexico. When a new 
road is to be made a swarm of engineers 
arrive—some young and full of theories, 
Others gray with services elsewhere—and 
within a week succeed in transforming 
their raw recruits into hard-working bands, 
every man of whom labors as though he 
possessed an individual interest in the im­ 
mediate completion of the enterprise. 
This is partly due to the fact that Ameri­ 
cans pay higher wages than Mexican la­ 
borers ever before enjoyed, and have a dis­ 
agreeable habit of promptly discharging 
those who do not “come to time,” and 
partly, no doubt, because these people are 
great imitators, and ready to fall into the 
ways of those around them. The 
MEXICAN MANNER OF RAILROAD-BUILDIXG 
Is diametrically opposite to the American 
plan. First a “ concession,” or permission 
to build, must be obtained from the Gov­ 
ernment, and then some point sought out, 
far distant from any other railroad, and 
material transferred to that place. It 
would never do to t>egin near the coast, 
l>ecause that would establish a damaging 
precedent, contrary to all Mexican tradi­ 
tion. By beginning at the further end of 
the line, employment is furnished to a 
great many carters and teamsters—which, 
come to think of it, is really but simple 
justice, since the road will surely destroy 
the bu.-iness they inherited from their 
fathers—a business that otherwise would 
descend to their children's children. Re­ 
alizing this, these aggrieved citizens ac­ 
cordingly make stupenduous charges, with 
the thrifty intent of making “ hay ” enough 
while their sun still shines to last them 
for years to come. 
• 
This method of construction requires 
time and capital, but if the builders man­ 
age carefully they will at least have the 
satisfaction of offending nobody’s preju­ 
dices, and—what is of more consequence— 
of receiving the sympathy of mule-owners 
and diligencia proprietors, who otherwise 
might work great harm in a thousand sly 
ways, if dependent wholly on native 
workers, the road will approach com­ 
pletion so gradually that bv and by it 
will seem to the good people as if it always 
bad existed ; and by that time the portion 
of road iirst built will need renewing— 
|>erhaps by descendants of the original 
workmen, even tD the third generation. 
If Yankee railroad-projeetors do not fancy 
this thoroughly Mexican manner of pro­ 
cedure, they may go ahead on the Ameri­ 
can plan—but run their own risk of escap­ 
ing the bullet, the stiletto or the not less 
murderous obstructions that were so fre­ 
quently piled ujam the Mexican National 
and Mexican Central trades during their 
earlier days. 
Continuing our tour of observation via 
the Morelos Railway, which runs from 
the City of Mexico across the State of 
Morelos a distance of eighty-six miles— 
having lingered at Ameea-Meea three 
weeks, instead of three days, as at first in­ 
tended—we find ample opportunity for 
studying this smallest of sisterhood of 
Mexican States. While Chihuahua rovers 
216,800 square kilometers, little Morelos 
has au area of only about 4,000; Jjut in 
point of population she is less than 0Q,Ol)O 
behind her largest sister, and her cities 
are centuries older. To the north and 
west of it lies the State of Mexico, which 
contains the Capital in a Federal district 
like our District of Columbia; on the south 
Ls Guerrero, and on the west the great 
Stale of Puebla. Being in the very heart of 
THE VOLCANIC REÍ»ION, 
It is extremely mountainous, and its peo­ 
ple. like others who dwell among the 
bights, are patriotic and independent to a 
degree which has caused considerable 
trouble. Branching out from l’opocatapetl 
and Ixtaccihuatl are several spurs and 
ranges, including that of Frio Animas, the 
peaks of Octalan and the Sierra de Ajusco, 
with its extinct volcano. 
In the fertile valleys, especially along 
the Cuantía and Cuernavaca rivers, much 
sugar and coffee is grown, and tropical 
fruits and flowers flourish at their best. 
Though gold and silver arc known to exist 
in the hills, mining industry is entirely 
dormant, owing to lack of energy and cap­ 
ital. Wheat, corn and rice are specially 
quoted among the products of the State, 
liesides alcohol, marble, cinnabar and 
kaolin. 
The State supports eighty-seven primary 
schools, with an average daily attendance 
of 14,000 pupils. There are besides a 
couple of colleges, electric lights and horse- 
cars in the principal cities, telegraphs and 
telephones, an admirable system of water 
works, and other adjuncts of civilization. 
But for jaw-breaking nomenclature the 
villages of Morelos l>ear off the palm. Im 
agine yourself riding peacefully alone, 
through charming mountain scenery soft­ 
ened by tropical verdure, while a fiendish 
brakeman perpetually startles you by 
shouting such names as Yecapixtla! Jan- 
tetelco 1 Jojatla! Tlayacapam! Xoeliite- 
pec! Tlallizapan ! Yautepcc! Icazbalceta! 
CoaUuixthi 1 and so on, through the 105 
villages, twelve towns and five cities found 
within the five districts into which the 
State is divided. 
. 
The taxable property of Morelos is 
officially valued at five and a half millions. 
The capital and chief city is Cuernavaca 
(which we visited some time ago), one of 
the loveliest places in the republic. It has 
a imputation of about 15,000. The Gov­ 
ernor’s palace was once the abode of Her­ 
nán Cortez, and the celebrated Agricult 
ural College occupies the residence of 
unlucky Maximilian. 
Jonacatepec and Yautepcc, each with 
about 6.000 inhabitants, and Tctecala, with 
8,500, are important because of their sugar 
mills, which between them turn out 14,000 
kilogrammes per annum, valued at nearly 
$2,000.000. While Government lands in 
some portions of Mexico sell as low as 4 
cents per acre, that of Morelos is valued at 
78 2-5 cents. One sunny October afternoon 
Ixmud for 
CÜANTI..V AMII.PAS, 
The terminus of the railroad, we rounded 
a sharp curve where the Rio Cuantía 
forces its way through the mountains, and 
beheld it, white and glittering, in the val­ 
ley below. This delightful obi town, 
which was conquered by the Spaniards in 
1521, has now less than eight thousand in­ 
habitants, though four centuries ago it 
could boast twenty times that number. In 
the old days it was called Quanhtli—“beau­ 
tiful hills,” an appropriate name, given bv 
its founders, the llahuicos. 
To see the fashions of this section one 
should go to the Alameda of C’uantk 
about sunset, at which hour the lielles and 
beaux, the solid respectability and the 
demi-monde cf both sexes are wont to prom 
enade under its ancient elm trees or lounge 
ujion the adobe benches. Mexican ladies 
who can afford it have a great partiality 
for satin gowns, and it is no uncommon 
sight, upon a week-day afternoon or Sun­ 
day morning, to meet belles, both single 
and married, attired in pale blue satin, 
pink or lavender, as for a ball or the operad 
with naked arms and uncovered head. 
Cine day in this Alameda I encountered a 
most remarkable babv, out on dress parade, 
in the arms of its Indian nurse. The tiny 
aristocrat wore two robes, one verv short 
and the other very long, trimmed all around 
with very wide plaitings of yellow satin 
ribbon. I pon its head was an immense 
turban of white satin, with three white 
feathers upon one side, and huge bunches 
of pink roses and yellow ribbon on the 
other. 
Until the recent completion of the Mo­ 
relos railway there had not been even 
diligencia communication with Cuantía, 


and so the ancient customs have remained 
comparative uninterfered with. Among 
other objects of interest is a very' quaint 
old church, in which is a distinctively 
Aztec Christ—hair, eyes, complexion, all 
perfectly Indian. Upon fiesta days this 
figure is decorated witli a bul 1-fighter’s 
cloak of scarlet velvet and white cotton 
breeches ruffled with lace. 
The sugar product hereabouts is very 
large, this district being one of the great 
sources of supply for Central Mexico. The 
tourist should visit the Coahuixtla ha­ 
cienda, not far from the city, the property 
of Senor Manuel Mendoza Cortina, and 
the sugar-mills of Santa Inés Rabanillo, 
belonging to the Robaldo brothers. The 
hotels of Cuantía are the “ Haller,” kept 
by' a Texan of that name, and the “ Nico­ 
las Zavas,” run by a German—and it is 
difficult to tell which is the worst. 
In its day', sleepy old Cuantía has been 
the 
THEATER OF STIRRING EVENTS, 
For here it was tiiat Curate Morelos—Hi- 
dalgo’s immediate successor—shut himself 
up with a troop of insurgents, until Calleja, 
the Spanish General, besieged the ¡dace so 
effectively that the little party, in dire ex­ 
tremity for want of food, abandoned the 
position under the friendly cover of dark­ 
ness. In the plaza, in front of the pa­ 
rochial church, is a great tree, which is 
somehow connected with that noche tríente 
of the patriot cure in 1812, for, like Cortez 
at the capital some centuries before, he was 
compelled to retreat at night, after a gal­ 
lant resistance of sixty-two days to the 
siege by the Spanish army. 
When the revolt broke out, in 1810, 
Padre Jose Maria Morelos was a curate 
under Hidalgo, established at Valladolid 
capital of the State of Michoacan. lie fol­ 
lowed liis superior to the field, and after 
Hidalgo’s execution came to be general­ 
issimo of the Mexican forces, and later to 
have the name of his native city changed 
from Yallodolid to Morelia in his honor, 
and also to have this State named after 
him.Without doubt, Morelos had the military 
gift. Born of humble parentage, he was 
ambitious for learning beyond his station, 
but was unable to attain it till late in life. 
Hardly bad be gained bis degrees (from 
the same college where llidalgo was edu­ 
cated) when, immediately' after the latter’s 
execution, lie sprang into his dead friend’s 
lace as leader of the revolutionary army, 
lis defense of Cuantía is considered one 
of the most glorious deeds of Mexican 
history. It was Matamoros, the third in 
the trio of priests, Morelos’ intimate and 
lieutenant, who broke the siege with a 
hundred horse and aided his chief’s re­ 
treat. in due course Matamoras was cap­ 
tured and shot, by no other than 1 túrbido, 
the future “ Liberator,” as his country­ 
men now delight to call him, but who was 
then in the Spanish forces. To quote a 
bit of Mexican history, “ In the service of 
Spain Iturbide had signalized himself bv 
his repeated victories over the insurgents, 
»nd the excessive cruelty of which he 
made use on frequent occasions.” 
He 
routed Matamoras at Puruapan, and put 
him to death when a prisoner of war. To 
revenge this, Cure Morelos butchered two 
hundred Spanish prisoners in cold blood. 
Late one December afternoon, in 1815, 
at San Crestobal Ecatapec, Morelos met 
bis fate. Courageous to the last, with his 
bandit handkerchief still wound around 
his head as when fighting the Spaniards, 
this man—then just in the prime of life, 
with the career all untried for which he 
had so laboriously educated himself, de­ 
clared lie was 
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CONTENTED TO DIE, 
Since he had founded the beginning of an 
independent Government. Kneeling be­ 
fore his executioners, he prayed : “ Lord, 
if I have done well, Thou knowest i t ; if 
ill, to thy infinite mercy I commend my 
soul.” 
It is curious that priests should have 
taken such a share in the struggle for in­ 
dependence, for the Liberal party, which 
came into existence through their heroic 
efforts, are the deadly foes of Catholicism. 
Their lives of sacrifice and tragic deaths 
recall those holy warrior-ecclesiastics of 
the Middle Ages, who wore the secular as 
often as the spiritual armor. In an old 
convent of Cuantía, now adapted to use as 
a railway station, is a hall hung with pic­ 
tures of Mexican heroes. Naturally, the 
portrait of Padre Morelos is most promi­ 
nent in the .State that is named in liis 
honor. In all his pictures he appears the 
same, with the bold air of a bandit chief, 
and a red handkerchief tied around his 
head. To the disinterested foreigner it 
looks odd, typical of something curiously 
illogical in the Mexican mind, that tiie 
noted men of the past, to whatever party 
they belonged, are canonized alike. There 
is tlie first Iturbide, whom they shot as a 
traitor; and Gonzalez, who certainly ounht 
to have met the same fate. There is 
Bravo, and Guerrero who shot Iturbide, 
and Matamoras whom Iturbide killed. 
There is lardo, whom Porfirio Diaz ban­ 
ished for the crime of wishing to serve 
more terms than one in the Presidential 
office; and Porfirio himself, who has so 
manipulated legislation anil intimidated 
legislators that he has succeeded in making 
a bill pass both Houses of Congress, amend­ 
ing the Constitution so that be may enjoy 
the Presidential loaves and fishes for an 
indefinite period. 
All these Ca-sars and Brutuses, vritli 
dozens more, are especially honored in 
the picture galleries, and smile upon each 
other with greatest complacency. Verily, 
it seems as if some high court of inquiry 
and review ought to lie constituted for ap­ 
portioning out the merits anil demerits of 
these dead worthies! Iturbide’s private 
journal is interesting reading, and in it 
his account of these revolutionary leaders, 
whom he was so active in exterminating, 
is far from flattering. The Mexican na­ 
tional anthem—a most stirring and martial 
air—invokes among other tilings the sa­ 
cred memory of Iturbide. If Iturbide, 
whom they shot as a traitor, deserved iiis 
fate, it seems much as if Americans should 
invoke the sacred name of 
BENEDICT ARNOI.D 
In their “ Hail, ye heroes, heaven-born 
band ”•—for Arnold also had rendered ex­ 
cellent service to his country, and there 
was no better soldier than he before he 
became unduly intimate with the British. 
A good ileal of very queer pottery may 
be found in Cuantía Amilpas—most of it 
made in Cuernavaca, forty miles away. It 
is only common earthenware, but bits of 
stone and shell are somehow impasted into 
it, giving it the look of the old Roman 
mosaics. One may also find in the mar­ 
kets occasional pieces of remarkable iri­ 
descent ware, but whore it is made 1 do 
not know. The ware is rude, and the arti­ 
cles extremely thin and brittle, but the 
luster is the true Saracenic—the ancient 
Gubbio luster—shifting colors in changing 
lights, ruby, green and blue. It is the 
genuine iridescence, like the tiles of the 
Alhambra. Is it possible that the long- 
lost art may have been preserved in 
Mexico through all the centuries, brought 
here by descendants of the Moors ?

T okio, October 1, 1887.

As I pass a shabby tea 
house, a man comes out and calls across 
the ravine to the pack-train people, who 
have crossed by a sort of wicker bridge, 
“ Do you remember? One to of millet 
and the Satsuma potatoes 1” I am stand­ 
ing on the bridge now and I stop to listen 
to the answer, which comes distinctly 
through the falling snow, clear, musical 
and powerful: “ W akarimashta!” 
A NOVEL ACQUAINTANCE. 
It is a woman’s voice, the strength can­ 
not disguise it, and I am presently by the 
speaker’s side. The pack-driver is a girl 
of scarce twenty years, short, but well 
formed, as her tight-fitting blue leggings 
show; a military cape is clasped on one 
shoulder, one corner thrown back displays 
the red lining and the blue cotton jacket 
and belt; a blue kerchief fastened about 
the head is held by two long brass pins. 
This little woman is scarce five feet high, 
hut her rosy cheeks and bright, brown 
eyes tell that the work is not hard for her. 
She turns to me with a smile which shows 
white, even teeth. “ Honorable foreigner 
lias strong legs, but Nippon sandals will 
help.

We are friends at 
once, and she stands eyeing me with curi­ 
osity as I fasten the sandals on with some 
difficulty, as they are made for the digi­ 
tated socks of Japan. My knapsack is

my coat-sleeve and taking my wrist. It 
surely does look white as it shows between 
her brown fingers. Flattery will open any 
man’s heart, and I take from my ]iocket a 
neat paper packet of sugar cakes which 
was presented to me by the little waitress 
at Ashiwo in the morning and give them 
to the new embodiment of all the girls 1 
ever left behind me. 
A NAMELESS COQUETTE. 
“Tank you,” she says in English much 
to my surprise, and laughs heartily at my 
evident wonder, adding “Good morning,” 
while she leans sometimes against me, 
sometimes the horse to support herself in 
her paroxysms of merriment. “ Some day 
shall marry honorable foreigner. Learn 
language now ; have said ali my English,” 
she continues in her native tongue. “Will 
you marry me,” I ask.

“What is your 
name?” 1 ask. “Kashikoi,” is the reply, 
at which ali the other girls laugh. Look­ 
ing in my pocket dictionary I find one 
meaning—sagacious—given, which I sup­ 
pose is meant and so understand the joke. 
The road is through the valley now, and 
it is dark as we near Irimachi; lanterns 
are lighted and I take my knapsack. The 
familiar roar of the Daiya river is heard 
again, and the ever-turning mill wheels 
are passed.

“ Will not tell you; call me Kashikoi.” 
“ There is an American custom, Kashi­ 
koi, when two people bid good-by, they 
kiss. Do you like tne custom?” 
“ Like it very much—to-morrow.” 
The last words turne from the other side 
of the pack-horse. 
“ Am Kashikoi. Where are honorable 
foreigner’s straw sandals ? Thrown away 
as soon as he reaches the valley. Girls 
are straw sandals.” 
The lights prove to be Kanaya’s sent 
out to meet me. 
“Good-by, Miss Nameless; Kashikoi 
suits you well.” 
“ Tank you. Good morning!” and she 
waves her lantern in adieu. 
Vanity is not the property of woman 
alone, but her vanity is always so pretty 
and her manner of showing it so open 
amid the deceptions with which we arc told 
she enfolds herself, that men are pleased 
to find this weakness so patent.

HOME HINTS, 
The management of eight London thea­ 
ters is in the hands of women. 
Place a dish of water in the oven when 
cake is baking to prevent its scorching. 
Dried seaweed has been a favorite means 
of bonnet ornamentation by the Parisians. 
Salt sprinkled over anything that is 
burning on the stove will prevent any dis­ 
agreeable odor. 
If you drop soot on the carpet, cover 
thickly with salt, and it may be swept up 
without blacking the carpet. 
Plaster busts may be cleaned by dipping 
them into thick liquid cold starch mixed 
with cold water—and brushing them when 
dry. 
A delicious dish for breakfast is made 
by se.ving broiled tomatoes on broiled 
steak. Slices of cold roast beef may be 
broiled with tomatoes and served with 
them. 
Beets are nice in mince pies when 
apples are scarce or dear. Boil, peel, chop 
fine, let stand half an hour covered with 
sharp vinegar and then use them like 
apples. Strong coffee is also a nice addi­ 
tion. 
Sleeplessness at night is often caused by 
the air of the room having become close 
and vitiated. If you cannot sleep and 
your windows are closed, try opening a 
window. In many cases sleep will imme­ 
diately follow. 
The mixture of the yolk of an egg and 
glycerine is said to lie an excellent remedy 
for burns. Put equal parts of each into a 
bottle and keep tightly corked. It will 
keep some time if put in a cool place. 
Shake each time liefore applying. 
To prevent a felon, take a cup of cold 
water, put into it a teaspoonful of salera- 
tus, set it on the stove, put the finger 
threatened with the felon into the rold 
water and keep it there until it is so hot 
you cannot bear it and the felon is killed. 
Salt and water boils at a higher tem­ 
perature than water alone, so a little salt 
should be added to the water in which all 
vegetables are cooked, even if the receipt 
calls for more seasoning at the last. A 
teaspoonful of salt to a quart of water is 
the right proportion.— Chicago Times. 
In buying table-linen it is well to re- 
ntemlier that the finer and smaller the pat­ 
tern, the longer it will be likely to last. 
Tablecloths of any kind are said to wear 
much longer if a double-faced, thick can­ 
ton flannel is first spread on the table. It 
smooths the edges, and is much softer and 
more agreeable than without it.

Never imitate a rich material in a 
cheaper one. The use of glossy paper laid 
off like «piares of marble for hall decora­ 
tions has fortunately been done away with, 
but the use of bogus stained glass still con­ 
tinues to charm the tasteless.—“A. B. C.”

Hints for Hom e Decoration. 
Never hang a picture so that it will lie 
necessary to mount a step-ladder to view 
it. Ilang it so that the center will be 
about five feet and a half from the Hoor, a 
little lielow the line of vision of a person 
of average height. 
Never select furniture whose “ means of 
support ” do not appear adequate. Chairs 
with spindle legs inclined too far inward 
or outward have an apparent tendency to­ 
ward disruption, and are constant terrors 
to callers. Straight, substantial legs sug­ 
gest strength and inspire confidence. 
Never treat a hallway as though it were 
a dooryard, and no part of the house 
proper. A hall should lie inviting, and 
hold out to the visitor a promise of the 
beauty of the inner rooms. 
Never put a piece of furniture into a 
room merely because it is pretty and will 
fill up. Every article should have its real 
or apparent use ; as a general thing the 
necessary pieces will occupy all the space 
that should be allotted to furniture. 
Never permit a white marble mantel to 
disfigure an otherwise tasteful room. Cover 
it with a draped mantel board. “White 
marble has a suggestion of cemeteries 
about it. It always looks crude in a draw­ 
ing-room, even in the form of the finest 
sculpture. 
Never forget that an open fire and judi­ 
ciously selected pictures will make any 
room cheerful. 
Never put paper on the walls of a nur­ 
sery. It is better to either paint or calci- 
"tuine. There is always danger of poison in 
the coloring of the paper, or of the paste 
becoming sour. 
Never have a drawing-room so filled 
with frail and delicate bric-a-brac that the 
least movement is fraught with danger of 
costly and wholesale breakage. This does 
not conduce to ease. 
Never have dark carpet and walls in a 
room that is deficient in light. Only 
apartments open to the outer light will 
stand gloomy tones in decoration. 
Never use an inordinately large mirror 
with a bulbous gilt frame, planned with 
the evident purjiose of getting rid of as 
much gold leaf as possible. Small beveled 
glasses in sconces or framed in rich plash 
of color harmonizing witli that of the wall­ 
paper are in lietter taste. 
Never hang a picture from one nail. 
Aside from the mere question of safety, 
the use of two nails, the cord stretched 
across them so as to come down squarely to 
the corners of the frames, has a symmetri­ 
cal effect and makes the walls look much 
more finished. 
Never have a carpet pattern with gigan­ 
tic roses or other actual flowers. They 
harmonize with nothing. The colors in 
a carpet should, in a great measure, com­ 
plete the color schenrt: adopted for the 
room. 
Never place a picture or a bit of decora­ 
tion where it does not serve gome artistic

E lectrical F ilaments.—Some inter­ 
esting electrical experiments have been 
described to the London Physical Society 
by C. V. Boys. If sealing-wax, india-rub­ 
ber, Canada balsam, or any sticky sub­ 
stance, be poured from a cup in a melted 
state upon the conductor of an electrical 
machine, it will begin to throw out threads 
in an extraordinary manner. When the 
resinous matter is very hot, the fibers are 
large and sometimes they may be so small 
as to lie almost invisible. Each fiber shoots 
out as a cylinder with remarkahle speed, 
then breaks into minute beads, which can 
be made to patter against a drum-head 
with the noise of falling rain. The cup 
should lie turned away from both operator 
and machine, or both will lie covered with 
a wonderful sticky web. When a candle 
is held near the filaments shoot into the 
flame and sometimes cover the candle, 
though sometimes they return to the cup 
after approaching the flame, in conse­ 
quence of discharging their electricity into 
the latter. Miles of these sticky threads 
may be drawn out in a few minutes and 
the breaking into beads offers a ready 
means of jiowdering substances not easily 
pulverized in ordinary ways. 


(.’i re for W arts.—It is now fairly 
established that the common wart, which 
is so unsightly and often so proliferous on 
the hands and face, can be easily removed 
by small doses of sulphate of magnesia 
taken internally. 
M. Colrat, of Lyons, 
has drawn attention to this extraordinary 
fact. Several children treated with three 
grain doses of Epsom salts morning and 
evening were promptly cured. M. Aubert 
cites the case of a woman whose face was 
disfigured by these excrescences and who 
was cured in a month liy a drachm and a 
half of magnesia taken daily. Another 
medical inan reports a case of very large 
warts which disappeared in a fortnight 
from the daily administration of ten 
grains of the salts.— Medical Press. 


H ealth H ints.—It may be safely as­ 
serted that seven if not eight of every ten 
young ladies would he improved in face 
and figure by the addition of ten or fifteen 
pounds to their weight. To increase your 
sveight eat cakes, puddings, syrup, honey, 
candy and pastry, always taking care that 
it lie crisp and digestible. Other fattening 
articles of food are tender lamb, salmon 
and eels, milk and cream, com bread and 
butter, and those vegetables that grow un­ 
der ground. Breathe all the fresh air you 
can get, and avoid foul, stuffy air, especially 
at night. Always breathe through the 
nose. Take frequent warm baths before 
retiring, or cold sponge baths in the morn­ 
ing, followed by brisk friction with a 
towel.—Epoch.

THE EXECUTIONS. 


The execution of the four murderers 
known as Anarchists, at Chicago, having 
been accomplished, two others haring been 
remanded to prison for life, and the seventh 
having anticipated the public executioner, 
it will be well to let the subject drop out 
of mind for a tim e, since the public 
thought has been unduly wrought up and 
long put to extreme tension in this whole 
matter of the Chicago Anarchists. 
It will 
not be well to lose sight, however, of the 
lesson of the recent excitem ent. 
It is to 
lie found in the truth that venality and 
corruption is so prcvaleut in (iovernm ent 
trusts, and officials are so plastic in the 
hands of the vicious and the bosses, that 
anarchism has been able to seize upon the 
facts as means of advancing its own in­ 
famous cause. 
It is futile to attempt to 
conceal the fact that there has been such 
venality in high places and still is, as to 
furnish the enemies of our system with 
som ething of apparent excuse for appeal­ 
ing to the passions of the laboring men of 
the country, and impressing them with the 
lielief that they are oppressed and down­ 
trodden and their rights subverted. 
In 
fact the personal rights of the citizen are 
as secure to-day as ever, and there is no real 
cause to fear their invasion. 
The very fact 
that the Anarchists have not been interrupt­ 
ed in their utterances and demonstrations 
is proof positive of the strength o f the tol­ 
erant spirit and of the confidence of the 
masses of the jteople in American institu­ 
tions. 
But the misgovernment of ruunici- 
palities and the chicane of the vicious and 
unscrupulous managers of political activi­ 
ties has been seized upon by Anarchists 
and radical Socialists as a pretext for as­ 
sault upon the whole social system. 
Con­ 
taminated by the preaching of the radical 
Socialist, misled l>y the sophistry o f George, 
and corrupted by contact with imported 
Anarchists, it is not surprising that a con­ 
siderable number of the laboring men of 
the nation have been led to affiliate or 
sympathize with Anarchist and Socialist 
organizations. 
W e believe, however, that 
the dawn of a new day is in promise, and 
that there will lie such purging of the 
country of venal manipulators of munici­ 
pal aflairs ; such restriction upon the influx 
of the offscourings of Europe, than even ap­ 
parent excuse for railing against free institu­ 
tions will be elim inated, and the fresh fuel 
supply to the fires of Anarchist schemes 
w ill be out off. 


It 
is probable 
that 
anarchism has 
reached its full growth with us. 
It is not 
indigenous to our soil ; the atmosphere of 
a free government founded upon the se­ 
curity of men in their rights is not con­ 
genial to thedoctrine of anarchism. There 
may continue to be spasmodic manifesta­ 
tions from time to time of 
anarchial 
vitality in the United States, but there is 
no reason to believe, by its past, by the 
spirit in which it has been received, that 
the faith of the Anarchist will draw to it 
in this land any formidable number of fol­ 
lowers. 
One thing must be kept clearly in 
view— we have not punished anyone for 
opinion’s sake. 
The men hanged in Chi­ 
cago yesterday were visited w ilii the ex­ 
treme penalty of the law- for violating the 
penal enactments of the State of Illinois, 
forbidding the taking of human life with­ 
out warrant of law. 
W hile the scaffold 
was being prepared for them their friends 
were freely permitted to parade the streets 
of our cities, with emblems of their infa­ 
mous doctrines fully displayed. 
They were 
left free to preach the destruction of the 
Government, the overthrow of social order 
the releasing of all restraint upon human 
action, the abandonment of property pos­ 
sessions and the denial of ownership, and 
advocate the policy of a return to the con­ 
ditions of savagery. 
No more significant 
evidence of the strength of the American 
principle can be cited than the fact that it 
permits the preaching of anarchism with 
indifference, that it puts no restraint upon 
sjteeeh, no lim it to expression by pen or 
tongue, until the ordinary laws for con­ 
servation of peace and order are invaded- 
It interposes then, hut not for opinion’s 
sake. 
The way to the end of anarchism is 
to give its apostles free rein, but to hold 
them to stern accountability for any in­ 
fraction of the laws created to punish 
crime, restrain from offense and preserve 
the rights and peace of the people. 


COBBUPTION 
AND BEFOBSt. 


Referring to the jury-bribery trials in 
.San Francisco, the New York Star says: 
T hey show th e ex isten ce on th e w estern 
lvtu n d ary of th e rep u b lic o f th e sam e sort o f 
co rru p tio n in p u b lic life as flourishes o n th e 
A tla n tic seaboard. 
A m a n n am ed C reighton 
w as accused o f brib in g a ju ry a n d convicted, 
th o u g h u n fo rtu n ately lie ran aw ay before sen ­ 
ten ce could be im posed. 
T he significant fea­ 
tu re of th e case is th e fact th a t th e ju rv -b rib e r 
w as a m em tier of th e S tate Senate, to w hich he 
w as elected, in th e Bulletin's w ords, “ because 
h e h ad no qualifications for th eo ilice. an d th e re ­ 
fore w ould be a co n v en ien t tool of th e rin g th a t 
d esired to use h im .” 
N atu rally en o u g h , u n d e r 
su ch circu m stan ces th ere was not a co rru p t 
sch em e b rcu alit forw ard in th e L egislature th a t 
h e could no t oe cou n ted on to support. 
In 
sh o rt, he a as on-- ot th e class, so fam iliar to 
New Y orkers, w ho m ake th e ir living l.v politics, 
h a v in g n o tra d e or vuca’ion. bu t g ettin g a sup­ 
p o rt th ro u g h jobbery, w ith h ard ly an y attem p t 
a t co n cealm eu t. T he problem o f "securing good 
go v ern m en t in cities is th u s seen to bo cue 
a Inch c nlronfs ho n est citizens w ith equal d if­ 
ficulties in a ll patfs o f th e country. 


But w hile it is true that most corrup­ 
tion is found in cities, and that tire prob­ 


lem of reform is a grave and difficult one 
e v en where in the land, it is also true that 
San Francisco has proved equal to the con­ 
viction o f four jury bribers, and that em­ 
bracery is there so hated by the people 
that a defendant under charge of bribery 
asks for a change of venue. 
H e has no 
reason to be:rev ■ that lie cannot be fairly- 
tried because- the people abhor the crime 
laid at his door. 
Stiil it is a matter to 
justify congratulation, that corruption in 
the great metropolis of the coast is becom­ 
ing an object of assault by good citizens. 
It is entirely fiossibie to rectify every 
m unicipal evil here and on the Atlantic 


coast. 
T he remedy is simple, but spe­ 
cific. 
Nowhere, as vjt, has it been estab­ 
lished— not even in New York— that the 
vicious and corruptible clem ent outnum- 
beis the 
seif-resjiecting—tire 
class 
de­ 
sirous of reform. 
If, therefore, the latter 
w ill cease to neglect political duty, w ill or­ 
ganize as thoroughly as do the bosses, be 
as loyal in action to their cause as are the 
hirelings on the other side, every' corrup­ 
tionist can be swept aside and decency in­ 
stalled. 
T his is not utopian, difficult or u n lik e ly . 
We arc of those who believe that the 
scheme of self-government is not to fa il; 
that venality and corruption are not for­ 
ever to dom inate; that there w ill be an 
end presently to incivism, and a return to 
duty-doing in the caucus, at the primary 
and in the ward club. 
We believe that it 
is in the inevitable natural order of tilings 
that right and decency will come to the 
front benches, and the “ rounder,” the 
rough, the “ lam b” and the ward m anipu­ 
lator be put against the wall. 
The good citizen w ill be compelled, byT 
the law of self-preservation, to take hold 
upon tiie horns of government and control 
it. 
Self-interest w ill forbid him suffering 
political enslavement. 
The agitations of 
the present, the boldness of the corrup­ 
tionists, the arrogance of bosses, the preva­ 
lence o f venality’, w ill assuredly bring 
about reform as a jtolitical and social ne­ 
cessity. 
In any other view of the ques­ 
tion 
the 
overthrow 
of 
republican 
institutions confronts us. 
To that the 
nation has not, and w ill not come. 
W hile 
it is undeniable that the most prolific 
source of our troubles is political and 
official venality, the national heart is so 
true to the purpose of free government that 
its heat will not be stilled by political 
corruption. 
The people w ill arrive presently at the 
point where they will in a new, but un­ 
written declaration of independence, de­ 
clare that the scope and extent of their 
political privilege is not simply to indorse, 
and sustain, and follow at the beck and 
call of jxditieal rings and ring-masters. 
W hen a people begin to distrust they 
begin to reform. 
W hen abhorrence sets 
in repulsion 
follows, inevitably. 
Men 
w ith self-respect and genuine sensibility 
outnumber the vicious and the purchasable 
cattle of the political masters, and they 
will make their strength known and felt, 
as they have in the past. 
A profound writer once curtly sa id ; 
“ Bread and butter arejvigilant, and poli­ 
tics to the politician is bread and butter.” 
.So it is, but self-preservation is a dictate of 
nature, and party organization w ill not 
forever yield itself to the corrupt, since 
this dictate will prevent it. 
Office will 
be taken out of the hands of the self­ 
seeking and venal jtolitical power w ill lie 
stripped from the men who make jtolitics 
a business of barter and sale, and free in­ 
stitutions will rise superior to the assaults 
of the venal and the conspiracies of the 
corrupt. 
Either these things must be, or 
national decadence w ill end in national 
overthrow, and that the destiny of free 
institutions forbids. 


GENEBAL GOBDON’S PLAINT. 


General Gordon came up out of Georgia 
to electioneer for the Democratic ticket in 
Ohio. 
But General Gordon had just prior 
to his advent been so unfortunate as to 
make a speech in Georgia lauding Jeff 
Davis to the skies. 
In that speech he 
said : 
“ M y brother soldiers, it is my infi­ 
nite pleasure, in your behalf, to welcome 
to this great State, and to the hearts of the 
people, the grand old Chieftain. 
[V oice 
— ‘ Hurrah for J eff D avis! 
God bless 
him .’] 
It is his good fortune, after an 
eventful life filled with stormy scenes and 
vicissitudes, to look back upon a career 
without a blot or a stain—a life spent in 
the service of his country and his coun­ 
try’s liberty. 
* 
* 
* 
W herever he has 
been it has been his fortune to wear the 
w hite mantle of spotless integrity and un­ 
blemished patriotism.” The General’s effort, 
therefore, in Ohio was heavily handicap­ 
ped, and the Democracy was snowed under 
in the face of his labors, for a long and 
bitter winter. 
It was not wise in the 
General to tell the Buckeyes about the 
ignorance of the freedmen in Georgia, and 
attribute their absence from the polls to 
that cause. 
The people of Ohio know 
better than that. 
If ignorance was a dis­ 
qualification, and a restraint upon voting, 
the Democracy would have a hopeless 
cause indeed. 
The General w hile in Ohio 
repeated over and again that the peo­ 
ple 
of 
the 
North 
arc 
building 
a 
wall 
along the southern 
border 
that 
is to keep North and South socially apart. 
Precisely what he meant is not clear, un­ 
less he referred to the demand of freemen 
at the North that freedmen at the South 
shall be given their political rights. 
That 
may, in Southern estimation, be deemed 
an offense and equivalent to erecting a 
barrier on the Southern border. We think, 
however, that we heard just such “ ta lk ’’ 
years ago at the close of the w ar; but 
though twenty-two years have swept bv, 
the North and South are not only not 
farther apart, but are closer together ami 
are being, by commerce, industry and 
mutual sympathies, indissolubly knit to­ 
gether. The Chicago Inter-Ocean, referring 
to this plaint of General Gordon's that we 
are interfering with the South and en­ 
dangering unity of purpose and sentiment 
in America, forcibly says: “ It is a chest­ 
nut, and the profusion of sugar-coating 
General Gordon applies to it does not hide 
the worms. 
N othing has happened that 
has interfered with our fondness for the 
watermelons of Georgia, and we trust the 
Ohio capital that has gone to that State in 
enterprises that would serve the public 
w ill prove to be well invested.” 
So it has 
and w ill. 
Northern capital and industri­ 
are doing more than all else to take the 
“ snap and vinegar” out of Democratic 
prating about endangering the cordial re­ 
lations between the North and the South. 
They are unifying the sentiment of the 
people of the North and the South, famil­ 
iarizing them with each other, establishing 
broader and better social conditions, and 
relegating the old South to the dead past. 


INTERNATIONAL ARBITRATION. 


W e recently referred to the significance 
of the fact that a delegation of British leg­ 
islators had waited upon the President of 
the I nited States in the interests of a jtol- 
icv of arbitration to he based upon an arbi­ 
tration treaty. 
As the matter is more dis­ 
cussed the great importance of this visit 
becomes apparent. 
Everywhere in this 
country the press is voicing the sentiment 
of the people as in favor o f such a policy. 
This new eflbrt is far in advance of the 
labors of the Peace Society, because it is 
practical and has a basis of business sense 
that is easily understood. 
It does not 
assail war in the abstract, but sim ply ad­ 
vances the idea that there is no reason and 
should never be cause for the two great 
English-speaking nations of 
the globe 


going to war with each other. 
An East­ 
ern contemporary has thus expressed what 
we Itelieve is the prevailing sentim ent of 
the American people on the A tlantic side : 
“ The era of universal peace may still be 
a long way off but the era of international 
arbitration is visibly drawing nigh. 
And 
it is from the Peace Society that the idea cf 
such arbitration originated. 
T his country 
has been prompt to avail itself of interna­ 
tional arbitration as lecom es a people who 
have no desire for aggrandizement a; the 
expense o f ethers, and no interest in war 
save for se.f-protection. 
T he international 
arbitration by which the Alabama claims 
were adjusted was, on the whole, satisfac­ 
tory, and though the deciding vote of the 
Belgian M inister did less than justice toils 
in the fisheries dispute, yet the nation ac­ 
cepted the result as better than war. 
And 
even in Europe references o f disputes to 
international congresses are becoming tbe 
rule. 
There are signs of a not distant time 
when war must be made the very last 
court of appeal. 
W ar is becoming an in­ 
creasingly costly undertaking. 
Austria 
has not yet recovered from Sadowa, nor 
France from Gravelotte ; even the vast re­ 
sources of the U nited States have not yet 
been sufficient to obliterate the cost of its 
first, and it is to be hoped its last, great 
war.” 


T he subject w ill probably be brought to 
the attentiou of Congress by the President, 
and it is to he hoped that he w ill give the 
weight of his opinion in favor of such a 
treaty as is proposed. 
The Englishmen 
who came to this country to urge it, are 
plain, practical men, not theorists, not 
philosophers in political science. 
They 
are neither great lights nor small ones, but 
represent faitly the thought of the middle 
class o f Great Britain, w hich is strongly in 
favor of an agreement by convention, that 
ail disagreement between their country 
and ours shall he settled bv arbitration. 


AN IMPORTANT REPORT. 


W e have received an extra of “ The 
Medical N ew s” containing a report of the 
committee of the College of Physicians of 
Philadelphia, on the efficacy of quaran­ 
tine to exclude cholera. 
It is a document 
of paramount importance, but too long for 
reproduction in these columns, and requir­ 
ing closer exam ination thau we have as 
yet been able to give it. 
It may lie now 
said, however, that the committee exam ­ 
ined 
thoroughly 
into 
the quarantine 
grounds at New York and came to the 
conclusion that the methods taken to ex­ 
clude the cholera in New York harbor 
are inadequate, and that the quarantine 
establishments at Philadelphia and Balti­ 
more fail in the most essential requisites 
for isolating the quarantined. 
A mast sig­ 
nificant recommendation of the committee 
is as follow s: 
In o u r opiuion, it is necessary th a t th e p e r­ 
sonal effects o f Ita lia n im m ig ran ts directly from 
th e infected ports sh all be, in a ll cases, th o r­ 
oughly disinfected before th ey a re p erm itted to 
lan d , w h e th er th e w ord ' c h o le ra ' m akes its ap ­ 
pearan ce in th e sh ip 's log an d th e san itary rec­ 
ord o f th e voyage o r not. 
It is a w ell-know n 
fact, estab lish ed by nu m ero u s instances, th a t 
even w hen im m ig ran ts from an infected lo cal­ 
ity h av e them selves rem ained free from disease 
d u rin g th e voyage, th e ir baggage, p ack ed be­ 
fore startin g , h as been th e co n v ey er of th e in ­ 
fection to th e ir p o in t o f d estin atio n . T h e p as­ 
sengers o f th e steam sh ip Iu d ep en d en te, m ost 
o f w hom w ere sh ip p ed d irectly from th e in ­ 
fected p o rt o f P alerm o, a lth o u g h it is stated 
th a t d u rin g th e voyage no case o f ch o lera d e­ 
veloped, com e u n d e r th is category. 
T he recen t 
action o f th e S urgeon-G eneral ot th e M arine 
H ospital Service, a n d th e a larm o f th e h ealth 
a u th o ritie s o f th e cities of C hicago a n d St. Louis, 
seem therefore, not w ith o u t som e ju st fou n d a­ 
tio n .” 
The Imlependente, it will be remem­ 
bered, was detained at the New York 
quarantine but twenty-four hours. 
The 
committee declares that grave dangers ex ­ 
ist of the introduction o f cholera, and 
that there is need for interference by the 
Federal Government. 


THE CHINESE OUTRAGES. 


The recitals in the R k c o r d -U N IO N of 
yesterday o f the outrageous attem pt to 
reclaim a 
Chinese 
slave 
from 
bond­ 
age, has aroused the public to a pitch 
of indignation that we trust will not cool 
until orderly steps are taken to test once 
for all the capacity of the law of the 
land to free the slaves of California China­ 
towns, and keep them free. 
It may he 
necessary to organize a committee of citi­ 
zens to give the matter the attention that 
it is hopeless to expect from the authori­ 
ties. 
They know that human beings are 
held in bondage in this city more degrad­ 
ing than any that ever disgraced civiliza­ 
tion, hut they take no steps whatever to 
break up the system, and manifest no sense 
of the enormity of the crime. 
The Grand 
Jurors one and all knew of the slavery, 
but they entered not a word of protest. 
They knew that Chinatown reeks with 
corruption and bribery, hut they were un­ 
able to put a finger upon a solitary sore, 
yet a stranger walked into the city and 
pointed out so they who run may read, just 
where and how the law is violated and how 
its agents are bought up and silenced. 


T h e Supervisors of this county are pro­ 
ceeding in a right direction. 
They admit 
service of notice by the Grand Jury that 
there has been exceeding carelessness, to 
put it no stronger, in m aking jury lists. 
They have now 
resolved that 
in the 
future in making jury lists the names must 
be spread on the minutes, and that a new 
jurv-list box shall he procured for the 
greater security of the drawn ballots. 
T his is good as far as it goes. 
But let 
the Supervisors each personally, and the 
Board as a whole, resolve: 
To put no man upon the jury list who 
solicits the appointment. 
To report no name asked for by any per­ 
son. 


To put no man upon the list who has 
for successive terms served as a talesman. 
To repeat no name upon the list so long 
as there remain qualified citizen and non­ 
exem pts in the Supervisor Districts, who 
have not b e e n called upon to serve. 
To refuse to cheapen the list by putting 
upon it the names of exem pt firemen, pub­ 
lic officers and men notoriously exem pt. 
To lock the drawn names in a box so 
sealed and marked and protected that it 
will be impossible to open it without the 
fact being disclosed. 
To exclude from the jury lists utterly 
the names o f men who have become notor­ 
ious as professional and ever-ready jury­ 
men— ready to turn an “honest penny” by 
serving their country in the jury-box at ?'l 
per day. 


These revolutions w ill be decided steps 
in advance, and fittingly supplement the 
orders of tbe Board referred to. 


T h e r e is no warrant for the charge that 
the people of San Francisco are prejudiced 
against K. F. Morrow, the alleged jury- 
briber, and that he cannot receive a fair 
trial in that city. 
It is a city of upwards 
of 300,000 inhabitants. From such a popu­ 
lation there can be drawn hundreds of im ­ 
partial juries. 
Not all men, nor nearly so 
many men as pessimists would have us be­ 
lieve, are to lie bought for a price, or are 
insensible of their duty to their fellow- 
men, and to the dictates of honesty. 
The 
idea that because tbe majority of the men 


of San Francisco have read o f the charge 
against Robert F. Morrow of jury-bribery, 
that they are therefore incapable of fairly 
w eighingthe testimony for and against him, 
and rendering an honest verdict, is absurd. 
There is a broad distinction between being 
biased against crime and prejudiced against 
him at whose door it is laid. 
Mr. Morrow 
wants to be tried in some other county of 
the State. 
If he succeeds, he w ill find the 
people oi the interior no less prejudiced 
against jurv-bribing than in San Francisco. 
W e have no idea that Mr. Morrow will be 
convicted ; the evidence required by our 
procedure of law w ill probably not be 
forthcom ing; 
hut that the people of San 
Francisco arc so embittered against him 
that they w ill not do him justice is not 
warranted by any 
manifestation, or by 
anything that occurred in the recent trial, 
or that has been published by the press. 
A s the San Francisco Call well says: 
T he law presum es th a t every one is prejudiced 
a g ain st m u rd e r, rape, arson, burglary a n d ju rv - 
bribing. 
if th a t p rejudice e n title d th e accused 
to d e m a n d a ch an g e o f venue, no c rim in a l 
w ould e v er be b ro u g h t to trial in th e place 
w here th e crim e w as com m itted. 
Dr. Bowers 
m ig h t h av e asked for a ch au g e of v enue cn th e 
g ro u n d th a t people w ere prejudiced against 
w ife-poisoning, aud w hen th e m u rd e re r o f Ben- 
hayou is found he m ay a sk for a ch an g e o f veuuc 
on th e g ro u n d th a t in th is com m unity th ere is a 
g enera] p rejudice a g ain sj m u rd er. 


T h e r e is good reason to believe that 
the American amusement-supporting pub­ 
lic has gone about as far as it over will in 
playing second to the greed of operatic 
and theatrical managers. In recent months 
attem pts to extort outrageous prices to see 
famous or notorious actors, or hear great 
singers, have been failures. 
The public 
has arrived at the conclusion that there is 
no need for feeing these people so highly,, 
and roost of their late auction sales of seat» 
have been poorly attended, and, bidding: 
lias been low and m ainly can fined: to spec-' 
ulators. 
The practice, o f ;high bidding fdr; 
first seats practically began :witli Raj-pum,; 
when he introduced Jenny I,in<] tip’tLe 
American public, and Genin, th e hitter,, 
was the first to advertise his business in 
the 
notoriety 
to 
be 
gained !by buy­ 
ing choice seats at a high figure.for the 
first concert by the Swedish Nightingale. 
T he craze grew in proportions until the 
advent of Irving, but since then lias very 
perceptibly declined. The effort to “boom” 
seat sales for Mrs. James Brown Potter’s 


dramatic entertainment in N ew York is 
the most recent failure. 
It fell flat, not 
because the people do not desire to see and 
hear the woman upon the stage, but be­ 
cause public judgment has arrived at the 
conclusion that this method of raising the 
wind for actresses and stage notables is un­ 
necessary, extortionate and unfair. 
They 
are not disposed much longer, if we read 
the indications of public thought aright, 
to submit to being overcharged for an 
evening’s entertainment. 
Boxes will sell 
at high rates, a few rows, on great ocea 
sious, at an advance, but the exactions of 
managers and the chicane of speculators 
has brought auction sales of seats into dis­ 
repute, and the public is to lie congratu­ 
lated that it is so. 


LAKE 
COUNTY 
BONDS. 


C hicago is th e recip ien t of b a rre ls ot sym pathy 
from th e St. Louis press on account o f th e failu re 
of th a t m ilitary en cam p m en t. 
W hen St. Louts 
does get a c h an ce to p ity C hicago she p ities h er 
h a rd .— Minneapolis Tribune. 
But Chicago has done one thing that 
may well make St. Louis turn green with 
envy. 
She has tried, condemned and ex­ 
ecuted a crowd of murderers, who sought 
to shield crime behind a political doctrine, 
and she has done this without resort to 
m ilitary arms, without loss of life to inno­ 
cent people and without breaches of the 
public peace. Chicago may have failed with 
her m ilitary encampment, but she has a 
proud record as a defender of toleration 
and the law. 


C o m in g fro m th e E a st. 
The number of inquiries that are being 
made every day in the rooms of the State 
Board of Trade by persons from the other 
side o f the continent, with a view to m ak­ 
ing permanent homes in California, or of 
sojourning here until spring opens, indi­ 
cates an increasing anxiety to escape from 
the asperities of

winters. 
Am ong yesttrdsy's visitors at the rooms 
was a party of forty-eight persons just ar­ 
rived from Western Pennsylvania. 
They 
were astonished at the county exhibits, and 
were especially delighted with the signifi­ 
cance of the lovely flowers they saw, which 
are grown here in the open air w hile people 
in the East are shivering around red-hot 
stoves. 
The party say they have come to stay, 
and will im m ediately seek a settlem ent in 
the counties north of the bay. 
They say 
also that on the 20th of this month 1,500 
more will leave Pennsylvania for Califor­ 
nia to remain here, having already disposed 
of all their Eastern possessions. 
Pennsyl­ 
vania railroad men say that it looks as if 
there is going to be a general exodus from 
that State for the Pacific coast. 
W illiam Collins of Musing, Ontario, has 
arrived as the avant courier of a colony of 
fifty Canadians, who w ill be here as soon 
as he reports to them concerning localities 
for a settlement. 
Their preference is for 
the northern counties. 
The prospect is that immigration from 
the East next year will even surpass that 
of the present year. 
The best of it is that the great body of 
these immigrants bring wealth, intelligence, 
morality and thrift, and are of a class that 
is most welcome.—San Francisco Call. 


S e v e n W a y s o f C u r in g W a r t s.— Any 
of the following-named remedies, says the 
Boston Globe, w ill effectually cure warts 
and permanently remove them: 1. Moisten 
the warts and rub sal-ammoniac well on 
them night and morning; a fortnight’s ap­ 
plication w ill invariably suffice. 
2. Rub 
the warts with hullock’s gall two or three 
times a day. 
3. Expose a piece of potash 
to the air until it slacks; make a paste by 
adding powdered gum arabic, and apply it 
to the warts. 
4. Pare the warts anil apply 
a sm all drop of acetic acid, using great 
care; repeat once or twice daily, occasion­ 
ally paring the wart, which will soon be 
cured. 
5. Touch the wart with vinegar, 
and cover with cooking soda or saleratus; 
let it remain ten minutes, and repeat sev­ 
eral tim es during the day. 
6. Wrap in a 
cloth wet with a diluted tincture of thuja; 
forty-eight hours later pull out the roots— 
a painless operation. 
7. Rub till they are 
green w ith bean leaves, and they will dis­ 
appear after a few applications. 


T h e A u s t r ia n R e p e a t in g R i f i.e .— In 
Austria-Hungary the question whether re­ 
taining the old bore of 11 m illim eters for 
the new rifles is really profitable is a point 
to which much im|iortance is attached. 
Last Sunday a weekly paper was confis­ 
cated for having spoken deprecatinglv of 
the new M aunlicher rifles, and now the 
semi-official Hungarian Correspondence says 
that the difficulties regarding the bore in 
question are well-nigh overcome. A totally 
new construction has lieen found, which 
may l>e applied without the use of the new 
]>owder. 
The Pesther Lloyd peremptorily 
asks whether the Maunlicher rifles are to 
lie looked upon as temporary, or whether 
their introduction has been definitely set­ 
tled.

The bottled olives of com­ 
merce are pickled green, and their most 
valuable qualities are lost in their prepara­ 
tion.”

It being a dull day for item s the 
scribbler wandered to the other end of the 
building, and in the State Treasurer’s office 
asked to see one ol the Lake county bonds. 
“ Certainly, you can see one or all of them, 
if you like,” replied Deputy State Treas­ 
urer Danielwitz, as he laid upon the desk 
478 bonds of $100 each and remarked, 
“ There they are—$47,800 in Lake county 
bonds.” 
From the fact that they are worth 
$100 each, and beautifully-printed promises 
to pay, the reporter picked one up and 
read:

.“ W ell,” said the reporter, “i see there 
are but 478 of these bonds.

Yet I see from the warrant that you 
■have paid $55,189 07, or $7,389 07 more for 
the bonds’than their face calls for. 
Am I 
.right?”

r Y;ee; sir.” 
“ The annual interest on those bonds is 
$2,390, is it not?” 
. “ That’s correct.” 
“ W ell, it seems that you have paid 
$7,3S9 07 premium, if you 
like to call 
it so, for bonds issued only last month 
—more than three years’ interest. 
Am I 
right?” 
“ Yes, sir.” 
“ W ell, now, here is som ething that I 
want explained to me. 
Cannot the Board 
of Supervisors call in those bonds at any 
tim e by paying their face?” 
“ Y es,sir; 
they can redeem them to­ 
morrow if they can raise the funds to do 
it w ith.” 
" W ell,” said the reporter, “ I find that 
the State will have to hold these bonds for 
over three years before they will lie what 
we call ‘ even on them ,’ or realize any in­ 
terest upon them ; and if the Board of Su­ 
pervisors should call them in before that 
time, as they have a right to do. the State 
would suffer quite a loss. 
So large, so ex- 
traor iinary a premium on a newly issued 
county bond shows the faith the State has 
in the stability of the county governments, 
and also indicates that good securities are 
scarce, or permanent investments would 
not be made by the State under these con- 
ditions.’\ 


A DEFENSE OF LAWYERS. 


H e n r y E d g e r to n ’a R e p ly to A tta c k s on 
th e P r o fe s sio n . 


[San Francisco Bulletin.] 
One of the longest and most finished 
speeches ever delivered by the late Henry 
Edgerton was on the subject of corpora­ 
tions, delivered during a discussion of the 
railroad question 
in the Constitutional 
Convention of 1879. 
None of the bio­ 
graphies of the dead man have mentioned 
his connection with that remarkable body. 
The Convention was composed of two par­ 
ties, 
non-Partisan8 
and 
W orkingmen. 
After organization it divided into three fac­ 
tions—Conservatives, 
Moderate 
Radicals 
and Radicals. 
The first faction was led by 
the lawyers, of whom Edgerton was o n e ; 
the second was composed of a few anti­ 
corporation men and the farmers and me­ 
chanics, and the last was made up of the 
workingmen. 
For som e time before the great corpora­ 
tion debate referred to began, the influence 
of the lawyers in the body bad departed ; 
not only that, but it had become the fashion 
to sneer at them, ridicule their words of 
caution, and vote down every constitutional 
principle they advocated. 
This preliminary statement is made to 
explain tbe quotation which follows. 
At 
the close of his speech on corporations, 
which occupied an afternoon, Edgerton re­ 
ferred to the prevailing fashion of de­ 
nouncing the leaders of the Conservatives 
as “ corporation lawyers,” and delivered 
the following defense of that profession. 
It attracted som e public attention at the 
time, and is worth quoting : 
“ Mr. Chairman, I confess that I have 
addressed this 
Convention not without 
some m isgivings. 
I am a lawyer and have 
been a legislator, two em ploym ents that 
seem to have come under the ban of this 
House. 
I have a realizing and saddened 
sense that tbe profession to which I be­ 
long does not enjoy tbe confidence, the 
respect, the homage of the people, in that 
high degree that it once did. 
But, sir, for 
this the people are them selves to blame. 
From what I cannot but regard as a most 
mistaken notion, they have done every­ 
thing in their power for the last forty years 
to popularize and democratize that pro­ 
fession. 
And its better representatives 
have not made an 
effort during 
that 
period to close up its ranks against cliarle- 
tans and pretenders that has not been 
thwarted by tho people. 
For example, a 
C 
revision was placed in tbe codes which 
ecame the law in 1873, prohibiting any 
person from practicing in any Court of 
record in this State who had not been ad­ 
mitted to the Supreme Court. 
It was a 
salutary provision and security to the citi­ 
zen. 
But at tbe next session of the Legis­ 
lature a bill was introduced to repeal it, 
and though the lawyers made every effort 
to preserve it. the farmers and mechanics 
in that body opposed it and it was re­ 
pealed. 
“ But, sir, granting all that now may be 
said to the disadvantage o f that profession, 
concede, if you please that, as it is alleged, 
it is som ewhat conservative, 
somewhat 
aristocratic in its tendencies, as I look ovir 
this body and realize how large and pre­ 
dominating is the democratic elem ent in 
it, I cannot hut think it a fortunate circum­ 
stance that there are a good number of 
lawyers here, and among them the best in 
the State—some, indeed, who rank with 
the best in any State. 
And I do not think 
the excellence of the work of this body will 
be at all impaired if a very wide s o p e is 
given to the influence of tbe lawyers in it. 
“ One of the profoundest political phil­ 
osophers and a very close observer of our 
American institutions, in his great work 
entitled ‘ Democracy in America.’ wrote 
this of m y profession ; 1 The profession of 
the law is the only aristocratic element 
which can be amalgamated without vio­ 
lence to that natural elem entof democracy, 
and which can be advantageously and per­ 
manently combined in it. 
I am not unac­ 
quainted with the defects which are inher­ 
ent in that body of m en, but without this 
admixture of lawyer-like sobriety with the 
democratic principle, I question whether 
democratic institutions can long be main­ 
tained, and I cannot believe that a republic 
could subsist at the present time if tbe in- 
flnence of lawyers in public business did 
not increase in proportion to the power of 
the people.’ 
“ Sir, it was the skill and wisdom of law­ 
yers that laid the foundation and reared 
the superstructure of that benign Govern­ 
m ent under which we sit in this hall. 
It 
was an immortal company of lawyers 
whose statesmanship, supported by tbe 
deathless valor o f its heroic armies, kept 
that Government on its foundation in the 
most tremendous shock of war the univ*3e 
has ever felt. 
It was a lawyer who, at tbe 
cail of his country, in tbe hour of its direst 
peril, left the walks o f his profession and 
became tbe greatest organizer of war the 
world has ever seen. 
But, sir, 1 need not 
stand here to call the roll of its heroes. In 
the Senate, upon the bench, at the bar. in 
tbe camp, in the stricken line of battle, al­ 
ways and everywhere when civiiijation and 
the" rights of mankind have been assailed, 
that profession has been in tbe vanguard of 
their defenders. 
The bones of its martyrs 
are at the base of every great moDument 
which marks the progress of the race, and 
there is not a legal security nor a constitu­ 


tional guarantee c f liberty or labor that is 
not illustrated by their genius or conse- 
c-ated and cemented by their blood.” 


AN IMPORTANT CONCESSION. 


T h e S o u th e r n r a c t f ie ’a C o n tr a c t W ith th e 
N e v a d a C a ttle m e n . 
The 
Southern 
Pacific Company 
has 
granted a concession to the cattlemen of 
Nevada which is o f considerable im port­ 
ance. 
Tbe beef supply of this market 
comes to a great extent from that State. 
Last year 1,700 carloads of cattle were ship­ 
ped here from the sagebrush State. 
W ith 
the cattlemen the great question is how to 
maintain the stock in good condition after 
the fall shipm ents so that thev can con­ 
stantly supply the market 
during the 
winter tim e. 
If the stock were to be kept 
on the ranges during tbe winter months 
they would not be fit for sale until long 
after the opening of spring. 
Consequently 
som e means had to be devised to place the 
stock in a locality where plenty of food 
could be obtained instead of sending them 
to market before the approach of winter. 
Around Reno, Nev., the cattlemen find that 
the stock can be kept in good condition for 
shipm ent at any tim e during tbe winter 
m onths, and they requested the Southern 
Pacific to adjust its transportation of their 
stock from the free ranges 011 the m oun­ 
tains to this city in such a way that a por­ 
tion of the shipm ents could be left over at 
Reno for several months. 
General Manager A. N. Towne, after cor- 
sidering the matter, agreed to incorporate 
the following provision into tbe cattle- 
shipper's contract, which was found ac­ 
ceptable : 
“ Cattle shipped from points in 
Nevada, east of Reno, to San Francisco or 
other destinations ir California, may, dur­ 
ing the period from October 15th of each 
year to April 15th of the next year, at the 
request of tbe shipper, be stopped in transit 
at Reno, in the State of Nevada, provided 
that the through rate from the point of 
shipm ent to the point of final destination 
be prepaid or paid at Reno upon such stop­ 
page, it being understood and agreed that 
such stoppage shall be for the purpose only 
of feeding and taking care of sueh cattie, 
and that the shippers thereof shall and 
will ship the same cattle and 110 other from 
Reno to their destination not iater than the 
15th of April pext ensuing, and that upon 
such reshipment the shipper shall pav to 
the Southern Pacific Company the farther 
sum of $5 for each and every carload of 
such eatile so shipped to defray the addi­ 
tional expense thereby’ caused.”—S. F. Kx-

T he C h a lle n g e -T h e U niform s in S igh t—

The General com m anding the Fourth 
Brigade has announced that an agreement 
has been eflected whereby Captain Eisen- 
ruenger will be allowed to drill and recruit 
Company A for the coming six months, 
and at the end of that tim e will be given 
an opportunity to pas3 the Board of Exam ­ 
iners. 
Lieutenant Glas meanwhile will be 
the company’s commander 
Another letter was received from Captain 
H uber of Company C, Second Artillery, 
this week,stating that he would shoot only 
on the condition that both parties use 
Springfield rifles (his own proposition). 
No doubt Captain H uber is aware that the 
Springfield rifles possessed by the First 
Artillery Regiment are old, worn-out, con­ 
demned guns, and unfit for target practice, 
and he evidently takes advantage of this 
fact. 
For Captain H uber's information, 
however, it may be stated that when Com­ 
pany G procures decent Springfield rifles 
they w ill accept challenges front any of the 
companies in the National Guard of the 
State. 
THE SEW UNIFORMS. 
Adjutant-General Orton returned Thurs­ 
day evening from San Francisco, where he 
gave orders for the manufacture of cloth 
for the new uniforms of the State militia. 
It is estimated that each uniform will cost 
$20. 
Enough cloth will be made to fit out 
3.000 men. The uniforms will be complete 
in three months. 
The city companies should be looked af­ 
ter in regard to their attendance at weekly 
drills. Since camp they have not paid their 
usual attention, and a 'little urging by the 
officers of the companies would, no doubt, 
greatly increase the interest in m ilitary af­ 
fairs. 
A battalion drill will be held next Mon­ 
day evening at Armory H all. The com­ 
panies will appear in fatigue uniform. 
Each company will have eight tile front, 
double rank, with guides and file-closers. 
The field, line and staff officers, together 
with the band and the signal corp3, are or­ 
dered to be present. 
REQUISITION FOR TOWDER AND BALL. 
Adjutant-General Drum, of the regular 
army, has notified Governor W aterm an to 
make requisition on the Benicia arsenal for 
90.000 rounds of am m unition for] target 
practice for the National Guard. 
Adjutant-General Drum in his report to 
the Secretary of W ar recommends that 
during the winter m onths schools be held 
for the instruction of the non-commis­ 
sioned officers of the National Guard. He 
advises that young arm y officers be de­ 
tailed as instructors. It is earnestly hoped 
that this proposition will be successfully 
carried out. 
Captain Hall, who went security for the 
Cadet Company’s uniform, and has ad­ 
vanced from his own pocket money for the 
same, has not been paid by the State the 
am ount which ex-Adjutant-General Cosby 
promised. 
It is sincerely hoped by the 
members of the company that the Cap­ 
tain will not be out of pocket for his kind­ 
ness towards the boys, and that the present 
Adjutant-General will see to it that the 
Captain is repaid for the money advanced. 
The medals and sliarpshoeters’ badges 
won by members of the National Guard at 
the a n n u a l target shoot have not yet been 
received. 
An order calling for an election for Cap­ 
tain -f Company C, First A rtillery Regi­ 
ment. will be immediately issued by the 
Brigadier-General of the Fourth Brigade.

T h e C losing H onrs o f th e Session- 
lu tian s A d op ted —E tc. 
Yesterday was the last day of the session 
of the Teachers’ Institute, which, it is ad­ 
m itted on.all sides, was the most interest­ 
ing ever held in this county. At the morn­ 
ing session piano solos were rendered by 
Mi33Man~ie Malone and Miss Etta Bock- 
rath. 
Professor Max Lipowitz presented the 
theory of numbers. 
Instructions were 
given in sections, as follows : 
Language, 
Mrs. Julia B. H o itt; History of the United 
States, Professor E. Knowlton. 
At ¡he opening of the afternocn session 
Miss Lillie Crowell rendered a piano solo, 
which was followed by a num ber of select 
readings by Professor Knowlton, which he 
followed with a short and appropriate ad­ 
dress. 
ADDRESS BY TROFESSOR HOITT. 
State Superintendent H oitt said : “ \\ e, 
as teachers, do not magnify the im port­ 
ance of our office sufficiently. We should 
feel that we are daily and hourly stamping 
our morals and maimers and characters 
upon 
the 
minds 
and 
hearts 
of ¡ 
our 
pupils. 
We 
teach even 
more 
by 
example 
than 
by 
precept. 
We 
should not, therefore, lie satisfied with 
doing our work passably well. We expect 
our pupils to advancedsv by day, so should 
we as teachers be progressive. We come 
short of duty if we are not better teachers 
now than we were last year, and if we do 
not resolve to be better teachers next year 
than we are now. 
We can have no set 
rules for teaching morals. 
We must live 
and act in such a m anner before our pupils 
that our example shall make a lasting im ­ 
pression upon them. It is of little value to 
our pupils to instruct them to raise their 
hats to their elders and then fail to respond 
with like courtesy when they raised their 
hals to us. The Legislature did more at 
its last session for the interests of public 
education than any of its predecessors 
since my residence in California. Although 
it did not give, in the tax levy, the amount 
required by law, it did give $800,000 more 
for the current two years than for any pre­ 
vious two years for the public schools, and 
we*as Superintendents and teachers are ex­ 
pected by the tax payers to make the 
schools at least $800,000 better than ever 
before. Let our boys and girls be taught 
to love our country and our Government, 
show them the difference between our own 
and other forms of Government, why ours 
is superior to all others, and then if it shall 
ever become necessary for our boys to take 
their lives iu their hands and go forth to 
quell any disturbances from within or repel 
attacks from without our own borders, the 
folds of the American flag shall be broad 
enough and the power behind it strong 
enough to protect every American citizen 
in whatever part of the world our Hag is 
allowed to float. I have been pleased with 
the work of this Institute, and I congratu­ 
late you, Superintendent Howard, upon 
the success of your first Institute; and 
you, teachers of Sacramento county, upon 
your good appearance and the earnest 
spirit which you have manifested in the 
work of your profession.” 
Mr. H oitt explained some points in the 
law regarding teachers’ certificates, and 
spoke to the teachers concerning the use 
and care and conduct of district school 
libraries. He said the law made it the duty 
of the County Boards of Education to 
adopt a list of books, etc., for use in the 
district libraries, and that no warrant 
should be drawn for any hooks or appa­ 
ratus not adopted by said Boards. In clos­ 
ing he expressed the hope that the teach­ 
ers would go home encouraged, refreshed 
and strengthened by the exchanging of 
thoughts and ideas for the better work of 
the coming year, and that the best of re­ 
sults would crown their labors. 
Secretary of State Hendricks delivered a 
short, appropriate and interesting address. 
Mrs. Burnell moved that a copy of Mr. 
H endrick’s report on penology be placed 
in each district library. The motion was 
unanim ously adopted, and each school dis­ 
trict will be furnished a copy of the same 
gratis. 
Mr. Howard said the session was draw­ 
ing to a close, and extended an invitation 
to all who so desired to address the Insti­ 
tute. 
Miss Flora Greenlaw arose and said that 
during the session of the Institute it had 
been said, that “ school-marms seldom die 
and never resign.” If that be true, and she 
presumed it was, or it would not be so as­ 
serted, there should besóm e defense offered 
for the assertion. She held that, in the 
first place, 
it 
was 
entirely 
unneces­ 
sary for them to die, 
for 
gray hairs 
were honorable. In the second place, why 
should a "school-m arm ” resign? There 
was no good reason why they should ever 
do so. 
No real sensible " school-marm " 
would be guilty of such a foolish act. W hy 
resign? The answer always was the same, 
“ To get married.” 
Now I ask all the 
“ school-m arm s” here assembled 
if 
it 
would not be the bight of folly to resign a 
position that is bringing us in $50, $60 and 
$7U a month, for the purpose of g ettin g a 
$10 man. [Applause.]

The expenses 
of the county have been very heavy of late 
and the Board thought the funds would 
give out before the taxes were paid in, con­ 
sequently they began to look about them 
to see if possible the expenses of the county 
government could be reduced. 
During 
their researches they found that there ex­ 
isted ati agreement between the Board of 
Supervisors and W in.

Doane, short-liand reporters, whereby in 
consideration of $75 per m onth Davis and 
Doane had agreed to do reporting in the 
m inor Courts when it was deemed neces­ 
sary. 
As there had been but little to do in 
this line lately the Board thought they 
were earning their salaries to i easily, and 
therefore decapitated their official heads, 
causing a saving of $900 a year to the 
county. 
It is the intention of the Board of 
making still further reductions in the 
working force of the county government, 
in order to have sufficient money in the 
Treasury to carry the county until the 
next fiscal year.

R ecovered by A d vertisin g.

Tw entv-five years ago a regim ent of 
M aine soldiers w eie encam ped on A rling­ 
ton H eights, and the lioys, understanding 
■ th at an y th in g belonging to tlie rebels was 
; common property, and, therefore subject 
1 to confiscation, ransacked th e old Lee nian- 
] sion p retty thoroughly. 
T hey captured 
old pipes and cigars and wines, and pic­ 
tures and everything th a t was portable. 
I O f course th ey did not need m any of these 
’ things. 
Sneli articles w hich had belonged 
to G eneral Lee had a peculiar interest and 
were very desirable. 
O ne soldier, who 
arrived late, after th e desirable articles 
had lieen taken, found th e old fam ily 
Bible, and sent it down E ast to his hom e 
in M aine. 
T here were Bibles in M aine, 
hut none like this. 
A fter th e war was 
over th is soldier returned home, and found 
to his surprise th at th e Bible contained all 
the usual ingredients, in clu d in g . th e ten 
com m andm ents and A pocrypha, h ut in a d ­ 
dition to these, betw een th e O ld and the 
New Testam ents, was a com plete fam ily 
record, giving the history of th e Lee fam ­ 
ily for th e past two hundred years. 
T he soldier was sorry th a t he had taken 
th e hook, hut too proud to acknowledge 
th e fault, and so he held his jieace. 
In 
th e m eanw hile biographers were at work 
011 the life of G eneral Lee and certain 
dates regarding th e b irth aud m arriage of 
his ancestors were w anting. 
If an old 
fam ily Bible could be found it would af­ 
ford th e necessary inform ation. 
A dver­ 
tisem ents were in all th e papers, and by 
and by came a letter from M aine saying 
th e B ible was in th e possession of a sol­ 
dier’s widow, who would gladly restore it 
to th e owner. 
Before th e property could 
be recovered, however, th e widow died, 
and then came another long w ait u ntil 
th e estate was settled. 
B ut at last the 
hook was fully identified and turned over 
to a messenger, who passed through Boston 
yesterday, carrying it back to its old place 
a t A rlington H eights. 
T he foolish act of 
a boy soldier has hindered the comp’etion 
of an im portant historical work for years, 
hut th e B ible is a t last restored to its 
owner, and th e biographer can now com­ 
plete his task.— Boston Globe.

R e c o n stru c tin g a S h a rk , 
When the famous phosphate beds were 
discovered in South Carolina some years 
ago, vast numbers of bones and teeth were 
unearth, showing that in early times this 
locality had been peopled by a great con­ 
course of strange forms. 
Among the most 
abundant 
curiosities, as the 
workmen 
termed them, were quantities of enormous 
teeth, trianguar iu shape and serrated on 
the cutting edge. AVhen shown to a natur­ 
alist they were immediately recognized as 
shark teeth, and it became evident that at 
one time the locality in the vicinity of 
Charleston was the bed of an ocean, and 
that gigantic sharks flourished there in 
great numbers. 
Whenever the beds of the 
Ashley and Cooper rivers are dredged to­ 
day numbers of these teeth are brought 
up, and one in my collection is nearly if 
not quite as large as my hand. 
As the 
bones of the shark are of cartilage, they 
have long since been destroyed, and only 
these beautifully-polished teeth—for they 
are as fresli and glistening as when first 
discovered—-are 
left to tell the storv. 
It 
would 
appear 
to 
lie 
an 
impossi­ 
ble 
task 
to 
restore 
this giant 
from 
a single tooth. 
But 
it 
Is 
not 
so 
difficult as one might imagine. 
For the 
shape of the tooth of the great Carcharo- 
don we can form some idea of its appear­ 
ance by comparing it with existing sharks, 
and from its size we can determine how 
large it was. 
One day I attempted a 
rough restoration to gain some idea of the 
dimensions of the giant. 
I had in my 
possession the jaw of a shark which I had 
caught in the Gulf of Alex ico, which would 
at the time pass readily over my shoulders. 
The shark was about thirteen feet long, 
and the teeth about an incli and two- 
eighths wide, and an inch and a half in 
length. 
There were eight rows of these, 
each row being a little smaller than the 
last, until they dwindled down to mere 
points. 
I took as many of the fossil teeth 
as I hail, and built up a jaw after the ex­ 
isting model, using teeth were I had tiiem 
and leaving space where I did not. 
Grad­ 
ually the great mouth grew on the floor 
until I found myself a small item in the 
area, and when completed I found that 
the largest fossil shark could have opened 
its mouth and allowed me to drive in a 
top-buggv, and that its length could not 
have been less in proportion than one hun­ 
dred and twenty-five feet.— C. F. Holder, 
in November Wide Awake.

1 would use a white man’s skin for 
the same purpose if it were sufficiently 
thick, and if any one has a desire to wear 
my epidermis upon his feet after I have 
drawn my last breath lie has my ante- 
mortem permission.” 
The doctor’s shoes always exhibit a pe­ 
culiarly rich lustrousness in their blackness. 
He assures me that they never hurt his 
feet. 
The new pair he was using when I 
last saw him emitted no creaking sound, 
and appeared as comfortable :ls though 
they hail been worn a month. Their prede­ 
cessors, he told me, had been in constant 
use for eight months. 
He obtains the 
skin from the bodies of negroes which have 
been dissected in one of our big medical 
colleges. The host leather is obtained from 
the thighs. 
The soles are formed by plac­ 
ing several layers of leather together. The 
skin is prepared by a tanner at AVomels- 
dorf, sixteen miles from Reading. 
The 
shoes are fashioned by a French shoe­ 
maker of this city, who knows nothing of 
the true character of the leather, but who 
often wonders at its exquisite smoothness, 
and says that it excels the finest French 
calfskins. 
Do not think for a moment that this 
doctor presents an exceptional case of one 
who puts the human skin to a practical 
use. 
Aledical students frequently display 
a great variety of articles in which the 
skin or bones of some dissected mortal have 
been gruesomely utilized, and in bursts of 
generosity they sometimes present these to 
their friends, who prize them highly. One 
of the dudest dudes in town carries a match 
safe covered with a portion of the skin of ¡1 
beautiful young woman who was found 
drowned in the Delaware river. 
It still 
retains its natural color. 
Another young 
man with whom I am acquainted carries a 
cigar case made of negro skin, and a 
ghastly skull and cross-bones appearing on 
one side in relief. 
One of the best known 
surgeons 
in this country, who resides 
in 
this city, has a 
beautiful 
instru­ 
ment case entirely covered with leather 
made from an African’s skin. 
A young 
society lady of this city wears a beautiful 
pair of dark slippers, the remarkable lus­ 
trousness nf whose leather invariably ex­ 
cites the admiration of her friends when 
they see them. 
The young doctor who 
presented them to her recently returned 
from an extended foreign tour, and lie told 
her that he had purchased them from a 
Turk injAlexandria, and that he did not 
know what sort of leather they were made 
of, but he supposed it was the skin of some 
wild animal. 
As a matter of fact, the skin 
came from a negro cadaver which once was 
prone on a .Jefferson College dissecting 
table, and the leather was prepared in 
Womelsdorf. 
The rosettes on the slippers 
were deftly fashioned from the negro’s 
kinky hair. 


P h ilosop h y o f L on gevity. 
There is much in modern life that tends 
to shorten existence and to diminish the 
probability that a man or woman will 
reach 90, to say nothing of a hundred. 
\Y<- lead more exciting and wearing lives. 
It is vain that a person has a splendid con­ 
stitution to begin with, wears flannel, or 
the equivalent of flannel, next to his skin ; 
dwells in a warm, dry house, and eats and 
drinks everything that is good and whole­ 
some, if at the same time he habitually 
overtaxes his strength, looks upon his 
muscles as mere machinery to be driven at 
high pressure, and ruthlessly calls upon 
his nerves to squander their reserve power 
when every other source of energy is ex­ 
hausted. 
Alen or women who intend to be 
centenarians in these days must combine 
something of the old mode of life with 
something of the new mode of living. Tliev 
must, while availing themselves of all the 
scientific discoveries and sanitary appli­ 
ances of the age, imitate their grandsires in 
the steady and tranquil habits that pre­ 
vailed before the invention of locomotives 
and the telegraph. 
They must have their 
eight hours of sleep regularly; they must 
have intervals of repose and vacancy in the 
daytime; they must spend a goodly portion 
of their waking hours in the open air. 
Nor will that suffice; there will have to lie 
regularity in the hours of their meals, and 
discipline in the ordering of the dishes of 
which the meals are com[>osed. 
AVe can­ 
not believe that anybody will ever live to 
100 who eats a heavy dinner every night 
of his life at 8 o’clock. 
Champagne in 
abundance, and Bordeaux or Burgundy ad 
libitum, should be forsworn by persons who 
deliberately set before them the attaining 
of the hundredth birthday. 
Neither, with 
such an end in view, would the active life 
of a politician, a lawyer, or a doctor be a 
sane enterprise. 
I n order to reach that 
distant goal there must he a training, if 
not severe, at least regular and unflinch­ 
ing. 
Alost of all, there must prevail in 
the existence of such a person a tranquil 
serenity, and unruffied calm. 
Neither 
generous passions nor enthusiastic ideals 
must he allowed admittance. 
The pulse 
must never he driven up beyond a certain 
point, either by work, by anxiety, hv fear, 
or by hope. 
At the same time, mere stag­ 
nation will, in all probability, never enable 
a person to live to 100. 
There is such a 
thing as rusting out as well as wearing 
out. 
If a candle does not burn brightly 
enough, it does not consume the wax with 
rapidity, and goes out for want of adequate 
combustion. 
It is so, no doubt, with the 
human I sidy and the human spirit.—Lon­ 
don Standard. 


T h e A n cien t C rocod iles. 
AA'hile Europe has produced some re­ 
markable giants, America leads in this re­ 
spect, and in early days was peopled by 
races so astonishing, that all the dragons and 
fanciful monsters which the vivid imagina­ 
tions of the writers of old have pictured, 
fail to compare with the actual reality. 
In fact, if it were desired to-day to pro­ 
duce a book of wonders and marvels, de­ 
scribing the dragons and other terrifying 
creatures, it would bo only necessary for 
the historian to refer to the geological dis­ 
coveries of the last thirty years, and repre­ 
sent the animals just as they were. 
AVhat 
was the dragon of St. George to certain 
huge bat-forms or the unicorn to the 
loxolophodon with its many horns ? 
The 
roc of the “Arabian Nights” was not more 
wonderful than some of the fossil birds, 
and even the great cuttles, the Poulpes of 
the 
grave 
Bishop I’outoppidan, seem 
almosts equaled by the giant squids of 
to-day, some of which are fifty and sixty 
feet in length. 
In short, the imagination 
of man cannot picture wonders to compare 
with the actual creatures which have lived 
upon the globe. 
In the geological hall of the Aluseum of 
Natural History, Central Park, there is 
upon one of the shelves an object about 
five feet and a half in length, extremely 
bulky, and weighing so many pounds that 
two men find it all they desire ts carry. 
It is of a brown hue, and might be taken 
for the trunk of a fossil tree or part of a 
huge branch. 
At its side lies a small 
white bone, four or five inches long, with 
a label to the effect that it is the corre­ 
sponding bone of a living crocodile. 
In 
fact, the greet brown mass, as bulky as a 
large man stretched at full length, is the 
thigh or liip bone of an American giant, 
which in former years roamed the great 
cretaceous sea of the AVest. 
The largest 
crocodile of to-day is about twenty feet in 


length, and its thigh bone four or five in­ 
ches. 
If the thigh bone of the Atlanto- 
saurus, of 
which 
this is a part, be 
six 
feet 
long—and 
Professor 
Marsh 
has discovered one eight feet in length— 
how long must its possessor have been ? 
This is an example in proportion, which 
will admit of widely different answers 
perhaps : but while my readers are guess­ 
ing I will say that geoiogists believe these 
giants to have attained a length ot from 
eighty to one hundred and twenty feet. 
A\ hile they have been likened to croco­ 
diles they differ entirely from them in 
appearance, having long "legs, an attenu­ 
ated tail and neck and a small head ; giants 
of wonderlul structure living in the shallow 
water of the great seas of the time, floating 
perhaps, or anchored by their prodigious 
feet and tail. 
These colossal saurians were a common 
feature of the life in tiie Jurassic days, 
when a vast sea covered Kansas and most 
of the Western States.— C. F. Holder in 
Nov. Wide Awake. 


T h e P a n a m a C a n a l C o m p an y B a n k rn p t. 
The funds reported a3 available on the 
30th of June, 1887, amounted to 143,233,428 
francs. 
A new loan was offered 011 the 
26th of July, of 500,000-fraiic-lionds. 
Of 
these bonds, offered at 440 francs, only 
258,887 were taken. 
These added to the 
company’s resources 113,910,280 francs, and 
swelled the indebtedness to 1,601,811,000 
francs, and the yearly interest to 58,145,- 
5< 0 francs. 
The visible resources of the 
company are, therefore, barely sufficient 
for one year’s expenses, taking the story as 
it is told by the Bulletin, with all ¡Ls evi­ 
dent suppressions and glosses and mystifi­ 
cations. 
Allowing no more than their fair 
value to these, it is plain that the 00m- 
pauy. is ruined. The concurrent testimony 
ol disinterested scientific men, Europeans 
and Americans, is, that the mass of the ex­ 
cavation to he made is even now greater 
than the company’s highest estimate for 
the entire work. 
It has cast, therefore, 
1,600,000,000 francs to do nothing at all. 
If all this money had been furnished by 
AI. de Lesseps and his friends, who coulil 
know what they were doing, it would have 
been mere waste to spend it 011 an enter­ 
prise conceived in vanity anil prosecuted 
without seriousness and without intelli­ 
gence ; hut we have ¡ill been told with 
wearisome iteration that the Panama ca­ 
nal was the work of poor proprietors, of 
people, that is to say, who had no money 
to lose. 
Al. de Eesseps has used the magic 
of his name to beguile these simple-minded 
folk, and to wheedle them into risking the 
hard-earned savings which they kept— 
such was their knowledge of the world and 
of finance— laid away in a corner. 
It is 
they, and not lie, who will suffer by the 
failure of the canal, for his cheerful spirit 
is not to be quelled by the misfortunes of 
others, nor even by the reflection that his 
[dace in the history o f his time is already 
marked out l>y the side of that minister 
who, with a light heart, led his country 
into the most fatal of wars.— Geo. C. Hurl- 
but in the Forum for Noeembcr.

The tempera­ 
ture of the oven is about right when the 
hand can be held in it without burning 
while one counts fifteen quickly.
